With him 
were associated Louis Lutz, alias Kindinger, 
27 years old; Clark, alias Charles Goodwin, 
claims that he is 17 years old, but looks to be 
22; John Reed, alias Wexford, aged 22. 
These four were captured. Bob Deech, alias 
Robert Weatherred, is as yet at large, but 
may be run down before morning. 

Minnie Lowe, alias Meyers, the mistress of 
Gosney and an inmate of a disreputable 
house at 602 Clark avenue, was also arrested. 
It was in her room at the above address that 
the dynamite and masks were stored and 
several meeting were hela there for the pur- 
pose of arranging the details of the attempt. 
THE PLAX. 

Every Getall ot the proposed robbery had 
been carefully considered for months. Active 
preparations commenced a week ago last 
night, when the prime movers inthe affair 
met at a saloon at 706 South Fourth street 
forthe purpose of completing the final ar- 
rangements. Atthat meeting Gosney said 
that he had carefully examined the ground 
and had come to the conclusion that they had 
better tackle the last passenger train over 
the Iron Mountain road. He had selected a 
spot about a mile this side of Jefferson 
Barracks as the point at which the attempt 
should be made. They were to flag the train, 
then two men were to station themselves 
upon each side of the engine and were to 
cover the engineerand fireman with their 
pistols. If they attempted to resist they 
were to de shot down like dogs. Is 
they a submissiveo, ne man was tobe 
Jefc to guard them while the others attacked 
the express car.

THE POLICE INFORMED. 

The police received their first intimation of 
the proposed attempt late last Friday night, 
when the whole was laid bare to 
them by a party familiar with it. 
mond at once put men 
shadowing those implicated. Yester- 
day every express com was notified 
and a representative of each was asked to 
meet Desmond and Acting Chief of Police 
Reedy to discover the best method of frus- 
trating the robbers’ plans. The police were in 
possession of almost every detalii, with the 
exception of the particular train upon which 
the attempt was to be made. It was decided 
that no risk of life must de run, 
and that if possible the conspir- 
ators should be arrested before leaving 
the city for their rendesvouz. The men were 
known to be thoroughly determined to stop 
at nothing in accomplishing their purpose, 
and it was feared that if their capture was 
delayed witha view to taking them inthe 
act, that blood might be shed upon both 
sides. Detectives Viehle, Walsh, Allender 
and Smith were sent out to make the arrests. 

THE ARRESTS, 

Lutz, Clark and Reea met at the saloon at 
7066 South Fourth street, at about 
5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and after 
a final talk over their plans decided 
to go to their homes for supperandto meet 
again at7o’clock. They were arrested as 
they were leaving the saloon. The officers 
next visited the house at 602 Clark avenue, 
where the Lowe woman lives in search of 
Gosney. He evidently divined the purpose 
of their visit, and was captured while mak 
ing his escape througha rear door. Inthe 
woman’s room the officers found the three 
sticks E dynamite, six masks, a box 
of cartridges and a 44-calibre 
revolver and two old hats, which were to be 
used as an additional disguise. Minnie Lowe, 
alias Meyers, Gosney’s mistress, who was an 
inmate of the house, and in whose room the 
articles were found, was arrested on sus- 
picion of being implicated in the affair. 
Upon Lutz was found two loaded revolvers 
while the others also carried weapons. Leich 
could not be found around any of his ac- 
customed haunts, neither did he keep the 
appointment for 7 o’clock last night at the 
saloon. The police, however, have a good 
description of him, which has 

en telegraphed all over the 
country. Unless he has already 
the city they were confident of locating him 
within the next twenty-four bours, 

No chances were taken of slipping up upon 
the conspirators. This afternoon Acting 
Chief Reedy began massing his men and 
about seventy-five were told to report to the 
Four Courts in plain clothes at so clock last 
night. These were armed with Winchester 
rifles and amunition and were held in readi- 
ness to guard the different trains ieaving 
the depot. There were eight trains upon 
which it was thought that the 5 might 
be made, and it was decided to send a guard 
ofeightorten men with each train. Had 
the would-be robbers avoided arrest and 
made the attempt their death would have 
been almost certain. Theexpress companies 
claim that ho specially large sum was carried 
last night, and profess to be unable to 
say what amount was carried in the 
safes. They scout the idea of the robbers be- 
ing able to biow up the safe even had the 
first part of their plans proved successful. 
Had tae safes on the kK Island train been 
opened it is propable that the thieves would 
have obtained possession of about $50 

Chief Desmond says that from the confes- 
sion of one of the men it was originally in-

Horrors Witnessed by Two Amer- 
ican Sailors in Siberia. |

They Were Castaways, Captured and 
Imprisoned as Spies. 


SCENES OF CRUELTY IN A 
CONVICT CAMP. 


APPALLING 


The Knouts and Dungeon Means Used to 
Evforce the Czar’s Will—-Men and 
Women Flogged in the Most Brutal 
Manner—Terrible Terture of a Female 
Convict—Louis A. Paradyce’s Story of 
Five Months in the Penal Settlement— 
He ani His Cempanion Narrowly 
Escapei the Lash. 


San Francisco, March B. Among the pas- 
sengers on the steamsiiip Gaelic, which ar- 
rived from China Wednesday, was Louis A. 
Paradyce, an Americag seaman, who with 
a companion passed dos weary and suffering 
months in a Siberian eonvict settlement, 
over which the white Gar rules. His story 
of the brutal treatment meted out to women 
and men alike isaterrible one. Paradyce 
tells in his plain, straightforward way a tale 
of the knout and dungeon, of starvation and 
murder, of atrocities unthinkabdle. A brief 
outline of the sufferings ot these victims of 
Russian cruelty was sent to the Post-Dts- 
PATCH on Friday last. Here is Paradyce’s 
story in his own words: 


THE SAILOR’S STORY. 

I sailed from San Francisco on the sailing 
schooner Mary H. Thomas, Jan. 12, 1892, he 
says, ‘‘and we hada pleasant trip for forty- 
four days to Bont Island, at the entrance of 
the Yellow Sea, where we took on four more 
hunters and proceeded up the Yellow Sea, 
picking up the seals as they came south. On 
March Ii we encountered a heavy gale that 
lasted until the 17th, during which we lost 
our bvowsprit, main topmast and several 
sails, and were forced to put into Nagasaki 
for repairs. 

**We then headed forthe Kurile Islands, in 
the inland sea, and spent about nine weeks 
in that locality. Then we headed forthe 
Kamschatka coast, and were soon off the 
Island dr Sachalin. 

Capt. Robinson decided to get some wood 
and fill the water casks before going further 
North. On July 11 thefirst mate’s boat’s 
crew, consisting of the carpenter, a man 
named Wilson and myself, were sent ashore 
with a number of water casks. There wasa 
fine stream of water coming from the inte- 
rior and we began our work. While we were 
at work a strong bros t fang up and rap- 
idly increased to a gale. The Captain 
signaled forthe mateto return to the vessel. 

The mate told Wilson and me to remain 
ard fill three casks, as, if we all 
left, the Indians, many of whom were 
around, would destroy them, and if the 
schooner did putto sea, she would not be 
gone very long, and would return and pick 
usup. The mate and carpenter went off, 
and soon after the schooner tripped her an- 
chor and stood out to sea. 

DESERTED BY THE SHIP. 

„We finished filling the casks, and when 
night came we went to the Indian camp for 
shelter. Instead of decreasing, the gale in- 
creased, and for five days it blew a hurri- 
cane. During thattime Wilson and I lived 
on some salt fish the Indians had thrown

away. We remained there until the 
when the Indians, by means 
of signs, told us if we went 
three days travel up the stream we should 
meet people of our own color. 

„We could get nothing more to eat from 
the natives, so we started for the settlement, 
and for three weary days tramped over rocks 
and through swamps. We both had on gum- 
boots and our feet were soon badly blistered, 
but we kept going, as toremain meant star- 
vation. Our food for these three days con- 
sisted of three small dried fish, and our bed 
was the bare ground. 

At the end ofthe third day we saw some 
black houses and cabins on the op- 
posite side and we gave a 


loud shout to attract attention. In 


a few minutes a catamaren shot out and by 


the light of the moon we saw that the men in 
her were heavily armed. Assoon as the boat 
landed three Russian soldiers sprang out and 
presented arms. The ieader shouted, 


‘Ruska! ruska! ruska!’ 
„Thinking he was askingusif we were 
Russians, we replied, ‘No, we are Ameri- 


cans,’ 
MADE PRISONERS BY RUSSIANS. 


„The soldier laughed end motioned us to 
hold up our hands, and the order was en- 
forced by the gunggot his comrades, which 
they pointed ate our breasts. The man 
in charge of the squad searched us 
and took away what money we had and 
a small revolver belonging to Wilson. We 
were then placedin the punt and had to row 
it over to the barracks. As soon as we landed 
our hands were tied behind us, and we were 
marched toa small room near the guard- 
house, where we were forced to remain for 
two days. During that time ourhands were 
reed only once a day, about half an hour 
each morning. Our food consisted of one 
pound of black bread and half a pound of raw

, CNDER THE KNOUT. 
Of the 600 prisoners % were women and 
girls, many of them not 16 years old. There 
were prisoners from nearly every part of the 
world, aud many of them were political 
exiles, men who had moved inthe highest 
circles of Russian society. These men were 
fed like the rest, but tney were forced to do 
the hardest, dirtiest work and were de- 
graded in every possible manner. Their 
clothes were filthy ragsand none of them 
wore hats or any other covering for the 
head. After the muster the Dogging began. 
Every man, woman and child who had n 
gullty of a breach of the prison rules during 
the week was called out and whipped before 
the assembied convicts. That day seven 
prisoners, six men and a woman, were the 
victims. e men were ordered to strip, and 
then one of them was seized by half a dozen 
soldiers and dragged to the fogging board. 

This is a stout — sixteen inches wide, 
with one end resting on the ground and the 
other supported by two legs, so that it re- 
clines at an angle of about 45 deg. To this 
the victim was securely strapped, and then 
the convict who did the flogging stepped to 
the front. He wasa big, powerful man, and 
his long expertence had made him an adept 
at wielding the Knout. This was the first 
time I had ever seen this famous Russian in- 
strument of torture, and it sent a cold chill 
down my back. The handle of the knoutis 
of wood and about six inches long, and to 
tnis is attached nine leather thongs eighteen 
inches long. On each thong, at intervals of 
one and a half inches apart, brass buttons 
were riveted. With this fearful weapon in 
his hand the big convict stood awaiting the 
nod of his superior. 

The Governor chatted with the officer 
near him for several minutes, as if to pro- 
long the torture of the poor wretch on the 
board, but at last he gave a slight nod and 
the brutal work began. 

»The big convict stepped forward, swung 
the Knout above his head and brought it 
downonthe man’s bare flesh with all his 
force. A scream of agony that could be heard 
allover the prison escaped from the poor 
wretch 8 Ups and his body writhed and twist- 
od in a vain effrot to escape the torture. 2 
skin turned a purple color. Before the fourtn 
blow had been struck the man’s y was 
covered with blood and the big convict was 
spattered with blood from head to foot. After 
the tenth stroke the victim lay perfectly still. 
I thought he was dead, but the brutal work 
did not stop until fifty lashes had descended 
on the quivering flesh. Then the tortured 
man was carried to his room by a half-dozen 
convicts and dropped on the floor to live or 
die as fate might decree. 


WORSE THAN SAVAGES. 

The fiVe men got fAfty lashes each and 
then came to the woman. The poor creature 
was soon to become a mother and as she was 
led past the Governor she threw herself at 
his feet and begged that he would postpone 
the flogging until after her baby was born. 
Her appeal was in vain, for the Governor re- 
plied that the laws made by the Czar must be 
obeyedand she was ordered to strip. The 
woman gave one look at the sea of faces 
around her, and then with the assistance of 
one of the soldiers removed her clothing. 
Like the men sbe was stripped naked aud 
strapped tothe board, At the third stroke 
she became insensible and remained so until 
the full fifty lashes had been administered, 
when she was taken from the board and car- 
ried to the prison hospital. Three hours 
afterwards she gave dirth to a dead baby. 
This I learned from a Swede who visited the 
hospital every day. The woman’s body wa 
in tatters. 

Twice during our stay in Carasock both 
Wilson and I narrowly escaped a flogging for 
not removing our hats and standing still 
when a Rassian officer passed. One day we 
were taken before the Governor, who toid us 
he had come to the conclusion. that he nad 
better submit our case to the Governor of the 
Island, as he himself was only Governor of 
Carasock, and,we were ordered to be ready 
to go to Alexandria on the mail steamer 
when she came in. After leaving the Gov- 
ernor’s Office we were told by the interpreter 
that a prisoner in another part of the builld- 
ing wished to see us and we got permissian 
from the guard to go. The prisoner 
we visited was one of the nest 
looking men I ever saw in my lite 
and hesoon proved to be no common pris- 
oner. Through the interpreter he asked us 
many questions about America, and finally 
told us he was a native of Turkey and closely 
related to the Sultan. When the Russo- 
Turkish war broke out he was a Captain in 
the Turkish army, and was capt 
one of the battles inthe Balkan Pass. 
Russians soon discovered who he was, and 
deported him to Saghalln Island, where he 
had been kept a close prisoner ever since. 
His friends believed he had been killed. And 
altnough he had written several letters to 
them they were never allowed ve the 
island. e begged us that if we ever lived to 
return to America to known the fact 
that he isstill aliveand in hopes of being 
liberated some day. His name il have now 
forgotten, 

ATE RAW MEAT. 


When the steamer came we were escorted 
on board by a file of soldiers and the Officer in 
charge had a big bundle of papers with him: 
We were given eight pounds of bread and 
three pounds of raw salt meat and told that 
that was to last us until we got to Alexan- 
dria. As it took the steamer eight days to 
make the trip we were not overfed, especially 
as we had to eat the meat raw. At Olga we 
were placed in the prison while the boat was 
there as a punishment for going on deck 
without leave.

BATTLE IN HAYTL 


The Republic Invaded by a Force Crossing 
the San Domingo Border. 
Kineston, Jamaica, March 2.—Another 
long warfare between President Hippolyte’s 
government and the factions opposed to his 
rule is now threatened. Insurgents have 
crossed from the Dominican frontier into 
Hayti and a battle has been already fought. 
This new movement islikely to cause trou- 
ble with San Domingo and possibly war, 
should the present insurrection be quelled. A 
protracted struggle is the present outlook, 
owing to the mountainous and unsettled con- 
dition of the country. The insurgents have 
been secretly gathering strength in San Do- 
mingo for some time. Enough was known of 
their plans, however, to. cause considerable 
uneasiness in Government circles. The all- 
important point of the place where they in- 
tended to cross was not known to the author'i- 
ties. The guards at the frontier were doubled 
and it is probable that the reported battle oc- 
curred between some of these forces and the 
insurgents. The battle is said to have been a 
decisive one, but the result was not 
stated. As the news comes from Port- 
au-Prince, theseatof President Hippolyte’s 
Government, the inference desi red to be con- 
veyed is that the authorities were victorious.

Dobbs said that he had been whitewashed. 
The occasion of the investigation was some 
unsigned letters which had been sent to the 
Jones family, the authorship of which 
had been attributed to Mashburn by Dobbs, 
but in which charge Jones took no stock. 
Lately Dobbs has renewed his criticisms, and 
this led to a sermon by Jones last Sunday, 
which has been the talk of the town. Mr. 
Jones, after defying Dobbs, denounced the 
accusation against Mr. Mashburn asa lie.

Miss Julia Force, Who Kuled Her Sisters, 
Rapidly Failing in Health. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 25.—Death within a 
prison wall may be the last chapter in the 
dark tragedy in which a woman’s hands are 
dyed with the biood of hertwo sisters. It is 
now the belief that Miss Julia Force will die 
in der room at the County Jalil before her 
trialon the charge of murder can come off. 
No one is allowed to see, andat her own re- 
quest nobody except a negro woman ever 


enters herroom. Newspaper men are re- 
fused any information concerning Miss Force, 
but nevertheless itis well Known that the 
poor woman is buta shadow of her former 
self, and if she would walk the streets to- 
day ber most intimate friends would not 
know her. When seen by a reportgr more 
than two weeks ago, at the time the young 
man who sold her the pistol weut tothe jail 
to identify her, uus Force had so greatly 
changed as to cause comment. As tlie days 
pass by the change in her appearance grows 
moreand more perceptible, and it seems to 
be but a matter ofafew months when the 

hysical body will wear out and death end 
he last chapter of the tragedy. 

Miss Force is given every atten- 
tion, and no prisoner who has 
ever entered the county jail 
has been better cared for, but there is some 
thing wearing the woman away, which 
neither love nor earthly kindness can over- 
come. Whether it is a knowledge of tbe 
awful crime crushing the life from out the 
wildly throbbing heart or the same mania 
which made her shoot hersisters wearing 
outthe mental forces cannot,be Known. She 
is failing in health and the end cannot be 
far off. Sheeats but little foodand spends 
the days reading tothe negro chambermaid 
who look after herapartments. Aside from 
this she never utters a word toa human 
being and the only other time when she hears 
the sound of her own voice may be when 
she sends up an audible petition to the 
divine Master for forgiveness. The law has 
said that Miss Force must be tried for mur- 
der, buta greater powerthan the law will 
probably intervene and mercifal death close 
the dark drama of her life without a public 
trial in the courts. The lady’s brothers are 
unremitting in their attentions. She never 
allows them to see her, however.

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Ir is impossible not to be touched with 
pity at the anguish of our esteemed fellow 
citizen, Mr. Marcus Bernheimer, whose 
soul appears to have been seared as with a 
red-hot iron from the forge of the political 
smithy. It is natural, perhaps, that the 
memory of the day on which the glittering 
promises of the campaign vanished in the 
smoke of the convention, the radiant bore- 
alis of hope became the leaden cloud of 
disappointment, and the expected fruits 
of his careful planting turned 
into the ashes of misplaced checks, should 
still be a haunting nightmare. He should, 
however, repress his cries of grief over his 
lost nomination and the; ducats that have 
gone with it and seek the calm reflection of 
philosophy. Asa business man he knows 
that the most valuable return a man can 
expect from his first venture in a new field 
is experience. He has now a large fund of 
experience which may enable him to keep 
the other fellow from drawing the divi- 
dends on his next political investment. 


THE EXCISE COMMISSIONER. 

The new office of Excise Commissioner 
for St. Louis, in the hands of a profession- 
al or amateur politician inclined to use it 
for political purposes, would soon become 
a festering sore on the body, politic. For 
his own honor and credit, Gov. Stone 
sheuld give the appointment to some hon- 
orable and capable citizen who is neither a 
Prohibitionist nor an opponent of the 
dramshop law, and who will think only 
of fairly and faithfully enforcing its pro- 
visions without fear or favor, and without 
any ulterior purpose whatever. It is folly 
to expect any of the regular city barnacles 
and municipal slatemakers to administer 
the lawin that way. They are too much 
entangled in the pulls“ and ‘‘pushes’’ 
of city politics, especially where our pow- 
erful liquor interests are concerned. They 
have too many political debts to pay, too 
many political irons in the fire, and too 
keen an appreciation of opportunities for 
using public office as a private snap. 


THE CORNER RULE. 

The members of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change will to-morrow vote upon the 
question of repealing what is knewn as the 
‘‘corner rule. This rule is supposed to 
be framed to protect the short seller of 
grain against speculative manipulation, 
but it actually permits him to control the 
market and dictate prices in a most unjust 
and arbitrary manner. 

The buyer is regarded to this extent, that 
he can establish a market price based upon 
shipping or consumptive basis, with a 
penalty of 5 per cent added to this market 
price, when he can prove the seller has not 
used due diligence in filling his contracts. 

That this rule is one-sided, in that it 
favors the short seller and operates ad- 
versely to the interest of the buyer, is evi- 
denced by the reputation St. Louis has 
through itin all other speculative centers 
as the bear market’’ of the country. 80 
strongly has this reputation operated 
against speculative business from other 
marketsand the country at large, that 
outside speculative business in this market 
has been hampered and restricted for 
years. 

St. Louis is now the lowest-priced wheat 
market in this country. Wheat is nearly 
18 cents lower here than itis in Chicago 
and6cents below Toledo—this market’s 
two Western competitors—and is over 11 
cents lower than New York. The ordinary 
difference between St. Louis and these mar- 
kets is 3a3% cents for Chicago, 405 cents 
for Toledo and 9 cents for New York. 

Yet the fact that St. Louis is so far below 
a parity in value with all other speculative 
centers fails to draw buying orders here 
or wheat. These buying orders by pref- 
erence seek Ohicago, which is over 12 
cents higher in price, but has no ‘‘eorner 
rule,“ which certainly does not r 
selling orders.

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NEGATIVE BRUTALITY. 


The revelations of the New York WorxLD 
of revolting brutality practiced upon pris- 
oners in the Connecticut Penitentiary can 
probably be duplicated in many other 
States. There seems to be something sav- 
age in human nature which comes out 
whenever a malefactor is placed at the 
mercy of an irresponsible keeper. Cruel 
impulses appear in full force when there is 
no immediate check upon them, and men 
become actively barbarous who, in other 
relations of life, are mild and urbane. The 
refining influence of civilization has not 
wholly purged the race of the innate qual- 
ities inherited from the brute,and in many 
cases Virtue is not more than skin deep. 

But the worst of it is that there isa sort 
of negative brutality prevalent in the form 
of indifference to suffering and a cold neg- 
lect of the loudest: demands of humanity. 
Stories of prison barbarities are dismissed 
with a shudder and a conventional remark 
on sensational journalism.’’ The active 
brutality of the cruel keeper really finds 
justification in this public indifference, for 
an unrebuked sin is no sin at all in the 
conscience of one who has pleasure or profit 
init. There is a freakishness, too, about 
public feeling on such matters which defies 
explanation while commanding wonder. 
Why is it, for instance,that American feel- 
ing is so active against the barbarities of the 
Russian prison which cannot be prevented 
and so indifferent to abuses at home which 
might be swept away by one small wave of 
popular wrath? The eye seems to be 
placed at the small end of the telescope in 
one case and at the large end in the other. 

There are horrors enough in nearly all 
our penitentiaries and jails to provide 
delicate people with shudders tor years to 
come. Besides the barbarities within the 
walls there is the open exposure of fallen 
humanity to the public gaze on roads 
and other open places where the 
labor of human beings is employed 
to the profit of private individuals whose 


gains are shared by the States themselves. 


And yet the practice is scarcely noticed in 
the communities in which it prevails and 
the protests come mainly from States in 
which chain gangs are unknown. It is 
one of the paradoxes of human nature, a 
sign of the grossness which so often fol- 
lows a one-sided refinement of the intel- 
lectual part accompanied bya neglect of 
moral sensibilities. 
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BREAKING MACHINE TYRANNY. 


Ex-Secretary Fairchild gave an excellent 
talk the other day on the duty of Demo- 
cratsto rid their party organization of 
boss-tyranny. He said that the party is 
not Democratic and cannot hope to fulfill 
its mission until it is free from the domina- 
tion of bosses and every Democrat has an 
equal voice in party councils. 

Mr. Fairchild hastouched a big ques- 
tion and tapped the root of the worst ills 
in our politics. But trite as the subject is 
itis one that cannot be exhausted until 
the fair freedom of party organizations is 
accomplished. It has a fresh and special 
interest to New York Democrats by reason 
of their experience with the machine in 
the presidential campaign, but the evil is 
widespread, and every political party 
suffers more or less from it. It closely 
affects good government, because in our 
scheme of politics the dominant party is 
the government. 

If Mr. Fairchild and his fellow anti- 
snappers can find a remedy for party 
bossism they will do the greatest work for 
American politics that has ever been 
wrought. They did much, however, to 
suggest a remedy when they revolted 
against the machine of their State and 
helped to nominate Mr. Cleveland. They 
will do far more to permanently reduce 
bossism to a minimum if, instead of trying 
to set up another organization through 
the control of patronage, they set their 
faces against the dispensing of patronage 
as a reward of political service. 

The spoils furnish the chief pillar of the 
party machines in Federal, State and mu- 
nicipal politics. The rewards and punish- 
ments of boss rule are the dispensing and 
withholding of spoils. Mr. Cleveland 
promises to do much in the way of wreck- 
ing machines by cutting off the patronage 
perquisites of politicians, and when the 
rank and file of the voters rise to the de- 
mand that the spoils be altogether taken 
out of politics machine tyranny will be a 
thing of the past. 

A LONG WAIT. 

It is a melancholy fact to write, but it 
must be written: The, glorious, bracing, 
health-giving winter is over. No longer 
shall we gather by the blazing grate to 
borrow its warmth and cheer. The soggy 
lump of coal that smokes drearily where 
the flames were wont to roar and crackle;

DRIVEN TO SEEK DEATH. 


AS A RELIEF FROM HER HUSBAND'S CRUEL 
TREATMENT. 


New Tonk, March 2.—Though the facts 
in relation to the suicide of the woman in 
Mrs. Bickel’s theatrical boarding-house at 
814 East Thirteenth street last night are puz- 
Eling, enough is certainly Known to indicate 
that her lot has been a very sad one. She 
gave her name to Mrs. Bickel as Mrs. C. E. 
Stevens. To one ot the farewell letters she 
wrote she signed the name Lizzie Wilson. 
She left four letters. One of them was open 


and said: 

These letters, which are written by me. are all 
to be delivered as addressed. I know you will open 
them and see what is in them. I am 4 aud de- 
liberately taking my life. No one is to be accused by 
such, except Fred A. Abmett, and he is a fraud. 
All New York beware of him, as he is a robber and a 
swindler. LIZZIE WILSON. 

This signature was the first intimation that 
her name was not Stevens. The other let- 
ters were addressed: For My Boy. Fred 
A. Ahmett, Clairvoyant, 38 Sixth Avenue,’’ 
and Mrs. Neil Crossiey, Lisbon, County 
Antrim, Ireland.“ She was evidently of 
Irish parentage, and the letter addressed to 
Ireland is probably toa relative. The tele- 
gram that Mrs. Bickel received just before 
she discovered the death read: 

Homesick; first chance send word. Will come to- 
morrow. 

The woman’s body was badly bruised. Her 
arms were covered with biack spots that 
might have been received when holding 
them up to ward off blows. On the back of 
her open letter she wrote this regarding 
those brulses: These black marks on my 
body are tokens of Ahmett’s love. 

At noon Coroner Schultzopened the letter 
addressed For My Boy. It indicates 
that mistreatment, probably by the woman's 
husband, had driven her to take her life. 
The letter is to her lover, the man, no doubt, 
who rented the room with her. It reads: 

FRIDAY, 12 p. m. 

My DEAR Boy.—You salone will know who lam 
aliudiagto. Icannotstand it any longer. I love 

ou betterthan ite. You are the only one who 

as ever been kind to me. Ithank you for it and 

hope you will forgive me for what Lam about to do, 

Don't ewer think of me unkindly, as we shail meet 

one day as we should have done years ago. My boy, 

good-bye, and God, ifthere be suehathing, bless 

you and make your life happy. Your wat — 
IZZIE. 

Investigation late this afternoon showed 
that the woman was the wife of Fred A. Ah- 
mett and her name was really Ahmett, They 
lived at #818 Sixth avenue till last Monday, 
When Capt. O’Connor started his raid on 
fortune-tellers they moved to 314 East Six- 
teenth street to escape the police. Ahmett 
intended to go to Chicago or St. Louls, as the 
sossene-telling business, he thought, was 
played out in New York, 

An autopsy this afternoon showed that the 
1 death was due to laudanum poison- 
ng.

BUT THEY DID 80 ON THE COMPANY'S 
DICTATED TERMS. 


Ho Other Developments of Any Import- 
ance in the Situation at Toledc—Chief 
Arthur’s Denial—Ons Union Against 
Another—Lancashire Cotton Strike 
Ended—Labor Leroe. 


TOLEDO, O., March 25.—Hon. W. T. Harper 
of Terre Haute, Ind., arrived bere to-day and 
will appear in United states Court on Mon- 
day in the hearing of the injunctions against 
Chiefs Arthur and Sargent. Mr. Harper has 
been counselor for the Brotherhood of Loco. 
motive Firemen for eleven years. In an in- 
terview this evening he sald: 

„Jam glad this question has been raised. 
No matter what the result may be, we will 
come out ontop. If we are wrong and the 
court should make the injunction permanent, 
there is but one course lefttous. Congress 
made the laws and Congress can repeal and 
amend them. The railroad companies have 
the stuff but we have the votes, and the 
necessary articles to make the Congressmen. 
We will have thelaw so construed that they 
will not prevent our obtaining justice when 
it is found necessary to resort to extreme 
measures. It will take a little time, but, 
nevertheless, we will win in the end. 

The Ann Arbor has taken back five of its 
old engineers, who declared themselves will- 
ing to goto work onthe terms offered by the 
company. 

Aside from the above there were no devel- 
opments ofany importance in strike mat- 
ters to-day. Judge Taft will hear the mo- 
tion for an injunction against Chief Arthur, 
o restrain him from issuing any orders to 

rotherhood engineers on connecting roads 
to boycott Ann Arbor freight. 

Judge Ricks will on the district bench hear 
the arguments in the case of the eight Lake 
Shore engineers and firemen arrested a week 
ago. 

A rumor, which cannot as yet be con- 
firmed, is to the effect that Judge Taft can- 
not get here until Tuesday. The rumor as to 
the coming of President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor to call out ail 
the freight handlers, switchmen and coal 
shovellers of the Ann Arbor is unconfirmed. 


CHIEF ARTHUR’S DENIAL. 

CLEVELAND, O., March 25.—In an interview 
to-day, Mr. P. M. Arthur, Chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
denied that his order was trying to conceal 
the existence of a rule by which a boycott 
could be ordered on a certain line, if neces- 
sary. He stated the boycott rule was adopted 
shortly after the Burlington & Quincy strike. 
Anumber of companies combined against 
the engineers and all used thelr 
aia the railroad. In self defense the engineers 
adopted the boycott rule. He stated that 
companies in general Knew of the rule, and 
that in all cases of trouble with 
any rallroad he had informed the officials 
that such rule was in existence. Two years 
ago he went to Toledoto adjust some trouble 
on the same railroad thatthe Brotherhood Is 
fighting now. He informed Mr. Ashiey then 
of the existence ofthe rule and a settlement 
was agreed upon and their grievances were 
submitted to arbitration and the decision 
was in favor of granting more pay. Then the 
railroad refused toa live upto its agreement, 
to abide by the arblitrator's decision.- Mr. 
Arthur stated further that he didi not think 
the strike would spread and that he was sat- 
isfied the engineers had nothing whatever to 
dowith the attempted wreck of a tralu on 
the Ann Arbor railroad. 


ONE UNION AGAINST ANOTHER. 
CuimcaGco, III., March 25.—The Carpenters’ 
Union to-day filed in the Superior Court a bill 
for an injunction to restrain the United 
Carpenters’ Council, composed of the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Jolners, the 
Knights of Labor Carpentersand the Amal- 


| gamated Carpenters, from interfering with 


the members of the complaining unions, 

The Carpenters’ Union is composed of ge- 
ceding members ofthe other unions and is 
organized under the same lawsand rules. It 
isnota member of the United Carpentera’ 
Council. The union wants to join as a Doay, 
but its members say they will not be taken 
in as a union, but to join they 
must disband and come in as 
members of the organizations now compos- 
ing the council. This they refuse to do, and 
say it isa scheme of the other carpenters to 
maintain their controlof the council, The re- 
sult they complain of is that the council now 
harrasses them and forces their members 
out ofemployment with the object of break- 
ing up their union. The members of the 
upion say that a strike isiikely tobe de- 
clared April s, and they want tobe secure 
from the arroxance that will probably be 
conseque't upon it, They will not take the 
place of the strikers, but they want to retain 
the places they now hold, 


AN ADVERSE DECISION. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March ®5.—Thd suit of 
the Government against the Amalgamated 
Counell and the officers ofthe various labor 
organizations which ordered the general 
strike last November, was decided by Judge 
Billingsin the United States Court to-day 
adversely to the council. An in- 
junction against the organization was asked 
forunder the act of Congress prohibiting 
combinations in restraint of trade. 

In an elaborate opinion the court sets asifie 
every claimofthe defendants and declares 
thatthe acts of the Amalgamated Council 
and the officersofthe union were unlawful 
in ordering a general strike,and that the 
merchants are entitled to injunctions and 
other reitet. 

The decision discusses fully the rights of 
labor unions andis far-reaching in its effects. 
As a result of the decision criminal prosecu- 
tion against the defendants would probably 
lie, but it is not yet knbwn whether the 
United States authorities will. proceed fur- 
ther against the alleged labor leaders.

The Intent of the Letter Recent!y Sent 
Out by Bishop Wigger. 

New YORK, March 2.—When Bishop 
Wigger sent outhis letter withdrawing his 
instructions about refusing absolution to 
parents who sent their children to public 
schools a week or more ago, it was under- 
stood by almost everybody to mean that that 
privilege could no longer be denied to such 
recalcitrant parents and that they could send 
their children where they pleased, The Rev. 
John Harpes, rector ot St. Peter's Church in 
Jersey City, declared, however, that it 
merely left it to the judgment of the indivi- 
dual priests. The letter, which was sent to 
every priest in the Newark diocese of the 
Roman Catholic Church, is as follows: 

SELTON HALL COLLEGE g 
SOUTH ORANGE, March 13. 

REVEREND DEAR Sin—In the case of those 
parents who, without sufficient reasons, send their 
ehildren to public schools, Ibeg te inform you that 
all directions, private or public, given by me in re- 
gard to refusing absolution are hereby withdrawn. 
The case thus falls under the general principles of 
modern theology, and has to be dealt with according 
to the same. With best wishes, Iremain very sin- 


cerely yours, W. M. WIGGER, 
Bishop of Newark. 


A Post-DISPATCH reporter called on severa! 
Jersey City priests yesterday and asked 
them what they considered their power and 
privileges in the premises. According to gen- 
eral principles of modern theology referred 
to by bishop Wigger, said the Rev. Charles 
F. Kelly, Pastor of St. Mary's Church, those 
Catholic parents who send their children to 
school where they are forced to listen tothe 
reading of a Protestant revision of the Bible, 
to sing sectarian hymns, or to join in hereti- 
cal prayers, should not be absolved, because 
they are constantly committing asin and be- 
cause ofthe danger to the faith which may 
result fromit. Nor should they be absolved 
if they send their children where they can be 
injured morally or spiritually by any means. 
Where there is any doubt on the subject, the 
confessor should use his judgment. In such 
cases, Ishould feel myself bound, as well 
from a religious as from a moral standpoint, 
to withhold absolution from parents. 

The Kev. Patrick McCorr, pastor of St. 
Bridget’s Church, said that the Bishop’s let- 
ter was too plain to need comment. Every 
priest, he said, knew the principles referred 
to by Bishop Wigger. Ihe question of refus- 
ing absolution,’’ said he, dopends wholly 
on the immediate or approximate danger to 
which the faith or morals of the children 
would be exposed in the public schools, Itis 
hard to ses how modern lListory can be 
taught without bringing in the question of 
religion. For that reason and in order to 
guard against offending thie religious feelings 
of any of tne students, that study has been 
left out of the curriculum of Evans 
College, Dublin. It is easier to mold the 
mindof achild thana university student, 
and we should be more careful with children. 
Think, for lustance, of that bestial principal 
in Hoboken who took libertles with Iittie 
Would any priest be justifed in ab- 

parents from the sin of sendinga 
after it became 
Known that she was in such danger?’’ 

The Key. Henry ‘terwort, pastor of St. 
John’s Church, is a ciose friend of the 
Bishop. He saic that no priest would longer 
be justified in withholding absolution froma 
parent on account of sending a child to the 
public school. He has bullt up a parochial 
school of 600 puplis, and he says that he per- 
sonaliy will never refuse absolution to any- 
body whose children goto the public school, 
unless he learns something further that will 
warrant it, ¢

Their 
testimany is all corroborative of the fact 
that the conduct of Mrs. Meyer and Mr. 
Konta toward each other at Manitou was 
eminently proper. 

Mrs. Maggie Grumbach, the wife of Mr. 
Grumbach, testifed that she was a 
guest of the Barker House, Manitou, 
Colo., last summer for about four 
months, from the 19th or 20tu 
of June. She saw considerable of 
both Mrs. Meyerand Mr. Konta while there. 
Mrs. Meyer’s little boy, her mother and 
father, Mr. and Mrs. William J. Lemp, and 
her sisters and two brothers were with ber at 
the place. The walking and driving parties 
were usually composed of Mr. Lemp, Miss 
Lemp, Mrs. Meyer, Mr. Will Rogersof Gal- 
veston, Mr. Konta, Mr. Grumbach and the 
witness. There was never anything in Mr. 
Konta’s attentions more than any gentleman 
in polite society ordinarily paid toa married 
woman with whom he had been long ac- 
quainted, and the witness and other 
— including members of Mrs. Meyer’s 

amily, were always with them when they 
went anywhere. Mrs. Grumbach and the 
other witnesses also explained away the tes- 
timony given in Mr. Meyer's behalf by the 
bowling alley boy at Manitou, who stated that 
Mr. Konta used to call Mrs. Meyer mamma. 
Mrs. Grumbach testified that while Col. 
John D. Rogers of Galveston was sick his 
son, Mr. Will Rogers, was very attentive to 
him, and Mrs. Meyer remarked the fact to 
Col. Rogers. The latter responded, in sub- 
stance: ‘‘If you were not married you might 
have him.“ Some one else remarked: ‘*‘How; 
asa son?’* Several ladies and gentlemen 
present laughed, and afterward they and 
other members of the party used to jokingly 
call Mrs. Meyer mamma. 

Col. John D. Rogers said that he had 
spent about five weeks at the Barker House, 
Manitou, Colo. last summer, from about the 
20th or 25th of July. His deposition corrob- 
orated that of Mrs. Grumbach in every 
statement, being almost an exact reproduc- 
tion of her testimony. 

Col. Rogers’ son, William R. Rogers, who 
gave his age as 24 years, testified to the same 
facts as his father. He also said he was very 
intimate with Mr. Konta, and that the latter 
was a typical society man in his manner, and 
was just as attentive toany other lady whom 
he happened to be with as he was to Mrs. 
Meyer. The witness was with Mr. Konta 
constantly, and there could have been no 
filrtation between the latter and Mrs. Meyer 
without the witness’ knowledge. The two 
merely treated each other as good friends. 

Nephtali Grumbach, husband of Mrs. Grum- 
bach, stated that he was at the Barker 
House with his wife last summer and in his 
deposition fully corroborated what bis wife 
and other witnesses had testified.

Perils Encountered bythe Wrecked Crew 
of the John M. Frice. 


BALTIMORE, Md., March 25.—The crew of 
the schooner John M. Price, which was 
wrecked whileon a voyage from Chinco- 
teague Islands to New York, finally reached 
their island home after having been carried 
Dy the steamship that picked them up to 
Liverpool, whence they were sent to this 
country on the steamer Indiana of the Amer- 


ican line. All hope of seeing them alive 
again had been given upand when the little 
steamer Widgeon brought the party to the 
island the whole village was at the wharf to 
greet the men, who were looked 
upon as returned from the grave. 
The meeting between Capt. Lewis and his 
wife was very affecting. 

The captain gave a very graphic account of 
the vicissitudes of himself and men from the 
time the storm struck the little boot when it 
was off Cape May and their rescue after they 
had drifted helpless in the storm 500 miles 
out in the ocean. The day had been per- 
fectly bright with no indications of a storm, 
but the sky suddenly became inky black and 
the storm burst with all its fury before the 
foresail could be lowered. The storm 
struck the boat while it was running 
under full sail, and sea after sea swept over 
the vessel. The men had to hold on with all 
their strength to keep from being washed 
of. All night — ran at a terrific rate be- 
fore the wind. on the 1 day they 
suffered frightfully in the blinding ha- 
storm. The spray and water froze as it fell, 
and then the gearing of jthe wheel gave way, 
leaving them completely at the mercy of the 
windstorm. They drifted out until onthe 
following day they sighted the White Star 
steamer, which responded to their signals 
for help, and took them off, one 
atatime, the men being hauled into the 
small boats by ropes, which they fastened 
— their bodies and then jumped into the 


apt. Lewis says: My crew presented a 
sad appearance. In four days we had not 
had a mouthful of water and we almost 
parched with thirst. So great was the de- 
sire for water that during the storm we 
tried to catch the rain, but the spray turned 
this to salt. We also tried to quench 
our thirst with icicles from the 
rigging, but the salt only made 
our sufferings greater. The cold for 
two days was intense and our sufferings hard 
to realize. One of my hands was frosted and 
George Townsend, one of my crew, was 
severely frostbitten, while Daniel Smith, the 
pilot, had one foot severely frosted. During 
the second gale I lost all hope and never 
again expected to set t on land. I prayed 
for my crew and myself. The mental and 
physical suffering I then endured I never 
want to experience again, and I am done 
with sailing of that sort.

The Witness Is Also a Negro— Robert H. 
Eickman Cars He Is Colored and Al- 
Ways Regarded H's Mother, Who Is 
Crump’s Sister, as a Colorei Woman 
—Yesterday’s Proceedings. 


The blood of John K. Crump, the Post-office 
clerk who instituted a mandamus proceeding 
against the School Board to establish the 
right of his children to attend the public 
schools for white children, was the subject of 
inquiry in Judge Valliant’s court again yes- 
terday afternoon. The children had been 
withdrawn from the Carr Lane and Hamilton 
Schools on the ground that they were of 
African descent, and when the case was be- 
gun on Friday Crump endeavored to estab- 
lish the fact that they were not negroes. He 
took the stand and testified that his ancestors 
were French Creoles and his wife’s Indians. 
A large number of witnesses were summoned 
for yesterday afternoon on the partof the 
School Board to combat this position, 
Crump’s former associates, including his 
own relatives, were in attendance in force 
and did not seem torelish his effort, as they 
alleged, to repudiatethe Africanrace. The 
case involves the question of the color linein 
the public schools. The court-room con- 
tained many colored people who watched the 
proceedings with close attention. The re- 
lator was attended by his wife, whose face is 
very white for a colored woman und hair 
rather kinky for white.

Charles B. Stark appeared for the board. 

Attorney Gibson opened the proceedings by 
stating that the attachment issued for Mrs. 
R. Hickman, Crump’s sister, had been re- 
turned showing that she was an in- 
valid who moved about only by 
using two canes and had not 
been able to leave the house for two years. 
He did not see how she could be brought into 
court. She was a most important witness, 
being the only one who had known the grand- 
parents of Crump. He asked a continuance 
to some date convenient to the court in order 
to be given time to take the witness’ fam - 
davit. 

Attorney Stark opposed any delay on that 
ground, saying that he had been refuseda 
continuance based on the same reasons and 
that other witnesses could be called. 

REV. FR, PANKIN’S TESTIMONY. 

The motion was denied and Fr. Ignacius 
Pankin, 8S. J., priest in charge of St. Eliza- 
beth’s Parish, was called. He had known 
Crump for ten years. The schools of his par- 
ish were attended by colored people as 
well as white. He was asked what 
were Crump’s relations with the colored peo- 
ple in the parish, and said Crump was looked 
upon asa representative colored man. He 
was alsoa member of St. Elizabeth’s Branch 
of the Catholic Knights of America, a negro 
organization. He had never seen Mrs.Crump 
in attendance upon service at St. Elizabeth’s 
Church and was not able to state what class 
of people visited Crump at bis home. 

The witness was asked as to Crump’s activ- 
ity and influence in the Catholic Church, He 
saidthat he was an active member of the 
church. He did not know that he had brought 
any persons into St. Elizabeth’s Church, but 
he had heard that he had made converts to 
the faith. Crump was a member 
of the higher board of the 
Catholic Knights of America. The other two 
members were white men. 

„Was not he elected to that board as a 
representative ofthe colored race?’’ asked 
Mr. Stark. 

It was so understood,’’ was the answer. 

W. H. Taylor, a colored man as to whose 
genealogy there could be no question, testi- 
fled that he knew Crump well, The latter 
had once spoken to him about engaging a 
quartette for an entertainment to be given 
atthe Exposition Bullding by the colored 
people. He had seen Crump associat- 
ting with colored people. The witness 
had himself taken a few drinks with Crump 
in Tyler's saloon on Jefferson avenue, a 
place kept forthe entertainment of colored 
people. He knew, perhaps, fifteen or twenty 
colored people who associated with Crump, 

‘‘What is Crump’s reputation as to 
whether he is a white or a colored man?“ 

‘*A colored man.“ 

Questioned by Attorney Gibson, Taylor 
said he dia not mean to testify that © rump 
did not associate with, drink with and talk 
on the streets with white people. Some 
white people went to Tyler’s saloon, but he 
never saw any white people drink with col- 
ored people there. 

A NEGRO GODFATHER. 

McLeod swore that he wasa 
colored man and had lived in 
St. Louis since the year 1856. He 
had Known Crump ever since 1863. He 
was then a boy blacking boots and brushing 
the clothing of customers in the barber shop 
of his brother-in-law, B. Hickman. The 
latter was a colored man, or supposed to be. 
Crump stayed in that employ until he was 
about 20 years of age. In 1882 or 1883 witness 
said St. Elizabeth’s Branch of the Catholic 
Knights of America was organized. It was 
an organization of colored people, He asked 
Crump to join it, andit was at his solicita- 
tion that Crump became a member.

NO WEEVIL II IT. 


Reports of Inspectors O'Shea and Dutcher 
on St. Louis Wheat. 

The statement published in a Kansas City 
paper that the wheat in the st. Louis ele- 
vators was weevil-eaten and in bad condi- 
tion has excited great indignation among 
grain dealers and exporters, and steps have 
been taken to prove the falsity of the report. 
With this end in view Web M. Samuel, Presi- 
dent of the United Elevatcr Co., sent the fol- 


lowing letter to Joseph M. O'Shea, Chief 
State Grain Inspector. and to OC. O. Dutcher, 
Chief Grain Inspector of Kast St. Louis: 


A malicious and false report has been circulated 
by some unknown perese.. we procume for specu- 
lative purposes, an iy A published in some pa- 
pers outside of this city, that the wheat in 
our elevators is badly weevil-eaten and out of 
condition.’ 

With the view of 1 this report, and in 
justice to the trade in general. I will be obliged if 
you will thoroughly examine the wheat stored in 
our elevators, and advise me of its actual condition.

President. 

To this letter the following reply was re- 
ceived from Inspector O'Shea: 

Sr. Louis, Mereh 25, 1893. 
Mr. Web M. Samuel, President St. Louis United 

Elevator Co., City: 

DEAR Stn—In answer to your favor of the 24th 
inst. will say that there is no truth whatever in the 
reports circulated respecting the bad cendition of 
wheat in our elevators. A continued observation of 
its condition warrants me in making the statement 
that the wheat in our clevaturs is * first-class con- 
dition, Respectfully, Jos. M. O'SHEA, 
Chief Grain Inspector for State of Missourt. 

From Inspector C. O. Dutcher of the East 
Side the following was received:

Mr. Web. M. Samuel, President St. Louis United 

Elevator Co., City; 

DEAR SIR—Referring to your communication of 
the 24th and in compliance with your request, will 
state that we have examined the wheat in East St. 
Leuls and Venice elevators carefully and have just 
completed a thorough examination personally and 
found the wheatin good condition, no evidence of 
weevil and no foundation for any apprehension in 


relation to its condition and quality. Yours truly,

Mr. James Miller, a well-known expert, 
said: ‘*'I have made a careful examination 
ofthe wheat im all the elevators and find 
thatitis in exceptionally good condition. 
There is not a trace of weevil anywhere.’ 

Henry C. Haarstick, President of the barge 
line, when questioned concerning the con- 
dition of wheat in St. Louis, said: ‘‘A short 
time ago I engaged Mr. Jonn ©. Fears to 
make a thorough examination of the wheat 
in the elevators. Hedid so and the result 
was that he reported it not only free from 
weevil, but also to be ina much Detter con- 
dition than is usualatthis time of the year. 
I would have no hesitation in guaranteeing 
any shipments that might be made.’ 

Evidence has been collected which will, it 
is believed, fasten the responsibility for the 
report upon two members ofthe Merchants’ 
Exchange. Itis probable that the matter 
will be brought to the attention of the Board 
of Directors and the expulsion of the origina- 
tors of the report asked.

There is 
no provision under the city ordinance for 
the support of poiicemen when sick 
or disabled, unless they have been injured 
while on duty, and in case of death there is 
no provision for the support of those de- 
pendent on the officers. Ihe Relief Assocla- 
tion pays $1,000 to the beneficiaries of a 
deceased officer and 51. 50 a day when an offi- 
cer is sick or unfit for duty. When an officer 
has spent twenty consecutive years on the 
force he can draw $1,000 or accept an annuity 
of $35 a month, 

The original idea of keeping up the fund 
was to assess each member of the force 50 
cents a month. This rule is still in force. It 
was found, however, that it was im- 
possible to maintain the fund in 
this manner and the plan of giving an enter- 
tainment once ayear wasadopted. At first 
a ball used to be given, butthree years ago 
the entertainment idea was adopted, and 
this year the theatrical plan was decided on.

New Tork's Deputy Health Officer Dis- 
cusses the Prospects of Cholera. 


Dr. E. C. Skinner, Deputy Health Officer of 
the New York Port, arrived in the city yes- 
terday afternoon from a journey through 
the South and registered atthe Lindell. Dr. 
Skinner was one of Dr. W. T. Jenkins’ most 


valuable assistants during the cholera 
N last year, and in fact rendered Dr. 
M. Smith invaluable service as his deputy 
whem he was appointed health officer of the 
port of New York. Dr. Skinner has madea 
tour of the United States, taking 
in all the larger cities, inspecting 
the sanitary condition of euch for his own 
private information as well as for the benefit 
of the New York Board of Health. When 
questioned last night regarding the sanitary 
condition of St. Louis the doctor replied: ‘‘I 
only arrived in the city this morning, 
but have been driven to all points of 
interest by my friend, Mr. Bass Henderson, 
although I have taken little or no observa- 
tions of the sanitary condition of St. Louls. I 
will state this much, however, 
if the St. Loulsans are no more agitated 
over the Asiatic cholera than we are in 
New York, no one here is losing much sleep 
over what is likely to terminate in this direc- 
tion this spring. Tue fact of the matter is, 
we have taken every precaution to guard 
against the disease in New York, and 
it wlll be nexyt thing to an im possibility — 
it to gain any headway in our city, and if w 
succeed in keeping the cholera far out from 
our ports, St. Loulsans have no occasion to 
feel uneasy, as seven-tenths of the imm 
grants land at our port. Dr. Skinner will 
remain in the city until Thursday of this 
week, when he will return to New York.

ATMOSPHERIC PRESSURE. 


Curious neee Illustrated by 
Simple Ezperiments. 
Completely filla tumbler with water, and 
carefully cover it with a small sheet of thick 
paper, press the paper firmly upon the sur- 
face ofthe fuld with the palm, then cau- 
tiously invert the tumbler, and remove the 
hand. The paper will be held in place, and 
the water thus prevented from flowing out, 
by atmospheric pressure. The influence of 
this surface pressure on the boiling points of 
liquſas is plainly illustrated by an experi. 
ment shown below and described as follows: 
Half fill a Florence flask with water, boll the 
water until air is displaced and the dome of 
the flask is filled with steam, cork tightly, 
quickly remove the Bunsen burner, and invert 
the fask. Whenthe flame is removed the 
temperature ofthe water will not be more 
than 100 deg. C. (212 Fah.), and by the time 
the Mask is inverted and boiling ceases it 
will naturally fall below the bolling point. 
If cold water be now poured carefully over 
the top of the inverted flask it will cause the 
water to boll fervently. The cold water, of 
course, lowers the temperature of the water 
in the flask still further, but it also condenses 
some of the steam,by thus forming a partial 
vacuum, lessens the work necessary to bol 
ing. There being enough heat left in the 
waterto accomplish this lessened amount 
of work, the water boils again until stopped 
by accumulation of pressure. ‘The flask may 
be drenched and the water made to boil a 
dozen times in succession with a single heat- 
ing, or the experiment can be made more 
striking by plunging the whole flask under 


cool water.

Many requests for information concerning 
the assembly records of the two candidates 
for Mayor have beenreceived. Mr. James 
Bannerman was Speaker of the House of 
Delegates for one term and Mr. Cyrus P.Wal 
bridge has been President of the Council. 
As thoroughly as could be done, considering 
the defective journals of Council and House 
of Delegates, this has been done and the 
showing of the Councli record is given to- 
day. 

During the four years of Mr. Walbridge’s 
Presidency ofthe Council the street railroad 
companies of st. Louis have obtained more 
concessions fromthe city than were granted 
during the entire preceding ten years. At

THE ARGUMENTS MADE BY THE Ar- 
TORNEYSIN GRE Case.

Justice Sheehan Drives His Attorney Out 
of His Case and With Himself as an 
Attorney Loses — Judge Harrison 
Criticises a Jary—A Suit Against the 
Delicatessen for Damaces. 


The proceedings instituted in the Probate 
Court to inquire into the mental condition of 
Tom Maxwell, the well-known Broadway 
horseman, were brought to a close 
yesterday afternoon, there being noth- 
ing left for the jury to hear 
except the arguments of council. 
Mr. R. 8. MacDonald, who represented Mrs. 
Maxwell in the case, opened it. He said that 
these proceedings had been instituted mainly 
for the purpose of protecting Max- 
well against himself. There was 
no intention of restraining him 
of his liberty, it was to save his property for 
him in the prime of life so that he could have 
a place to lay his head in his oid age. 

He then called attention to Maxwell’s 
having sold a part of his farm about two 
weeks ago for $500 per acre, when it was 
worth at least $1, peracre. He did not 
think any man on the jury would intrust him 
with a piece of property tosell. It would be 
an act of charity to declare him incapable of 
managing his own affairs. 

Mr. Tom Kowe, Maxwell’s attorney, then 
addressed the jury. He first touched upon 
the charitable motives of the instigators of 
these proceedings. Was it charity or love on 
the part of Mr. Maxwell’s solicitous relatives 
and connections to bring before the jury, the 
public and the press every little fault 
and foible Mr. Maxwell had ever 
committed and magnify them a thousand 
told? lif this was love or charity he hoped 
Mr. Maxwell would be saved from his friends. 
He next reviewed the testimony and said 
that Mr. H. Clay Sexton, the father-in-law, 
did not consider Mr. Maxwell so insane as 
not to seek his indorsement on a $700 note, 
when he, Mr. Sexton, so badly needed the 
money. 

The testimony of Worden, Collins and Ger- 
hardy was commented on. He said the lat- 
ter young man, who was the son-in-law of 
Mr. Maxwell, was lucky in having the de- 
fendant to look after him, instead of his 
looking after Maxwell. 

Reference was made to Gerhardy’s freak in 
buying a horse for $1,730, entering him ina 
race to be sold for $200, and then after he had 
won the race being compelled to pay almost 
as much again to save the horse because he 
had falled to protect himself in the books. 

He thought Mr. Gerhardy needed an investi- 


gation. The substance of Dr. Hughes’ testt- 
mony on a hypothetical case, which, he said, 
was not based on the bottom facts in this 

case, was that the hypothetical individual 
| was suffering froma temporary aberration 
| of the mind. 

Mr. Rowe said that he would eliminate the 
| testimony of all the gentiemen who gave 
evidence for the defense and who were unan- 

imous in the opinion that Maxwell was 
| as sane and shrewd to-day as he was twenty 
| years ago, and throw the entire case on 
| Maxwell’s testimony alone. For three hours 
he had been onthe witness stand, and told 


every littie act of his life with masterful de- ‘ 


tall and in the conflict with his cruel prose- 
| cutor and cross-examiner he had shown that 
nis mind was the equal it not superior to that 
of the opposing counsel. 
| Inan eloquent peroration he said that Mr. 
| Maxwell would sooner be sent to the peniten- 
tlary, the grave or to hades itself than be 
left to live and pass among his friends 
with the brand of insanity upon him. 

Mr. MacDonald then made the closing 
argument. He again reverted tothe mort- 
gage placed on the Maxwell farm and in- 
sisted that it was not the act of a man of 
sound mind. 

He further said thatthe many pranks and 
freaks of Maxwell were not business tricks 
and dodges’’ but evidences of insanity. 

At4o’clock the case was given tothe jury. 

They were outabout five minutes and as 
everyone expected returned a verdict that 
Tom Maxwell was of sound mind. 


Justice Sheehan as a Lawyer. 


Inthecase of the State ex rel. Martini 
Ferguson against Patrick Sheehan, Justice 
of the Peace, Judge Klein yesterday ordered 
a peremptory writ of mandamus to issue 


against the defendant compelling him to 

roceed with the trial of the case before him. 

erguson was the proprietor ofthe Capitol 
Hotel, and one Dixon claimedto have lost 
clothes in the house while a guest valued at 
519. He sued for this amount by at- 
tachment before Justice Sheehan and the 
constable of the court levied on the entire 
hotel, valued at $6,000. Ferguson offered to 
deposit sufficient money to cover the claim 
as his whole business was 71 by the 
attachment. It was refused and the present 
proceedings were instituted. 

An amusing feature occurred at the trial of 
the case which went to show that Justice 
Sheehan as a lawyer is not as great a success 
as Mrs. Sarah Brophy. 

Mr. W. H. Ciopton was conducting Fergu- 
son’s case and Judge Krum that of the Jus- 
tice. At the conclusion of the plaintiff’s tes- 
timony Judge Krum said that he would en- 
ter a demurrer to the evidence, which the 
Court tntimated he would have to sustain. 

Justice Sheehan here interposed and said 
thathe did not wanttowin the case that 
way, he wanted the court to hear all the evi 
dence on both sides. 

Judge Krum casta disdainful look at his 
client and remerked: ‘‘I am here in the 
capacity of an attorney, not that of a 
monkey. He then picked up his hat and 
left the court-room.

WORK ON THE TUNNEL AND MACHINERY 
ALMOST COMPLETED. 


The English Syndicate Has Control of the 
Land on Both Sides ani Will Surround 
Niagara With Factories—Description 
of the Vast Work—What the Project Is 


The utilitarians who inauguratea the 
project of utilizing the waters of Niagara 
Falls for manufacturing purposes have 
nearly completed their work and the sum- 
mer of 1893 will doubtless see its consumma- 
tion, Fromtheearliest period of the set- 
tlement of the country the eye of the fac- 
tory-owner has been noting how wonder- 
fully well adapted the falls arefor the gen- 
eration of water power. Nowhere in the 
world, probably, is the flow of so consider- 
able a body of water so equable. The total 
flow over the falls is estimated at 265,000 to 
275,000 cubic feet per second, and the supply 
from the lakes above is of such enormous 
volume that a floodon Lake Superior alone, 
sufficient to raise its whole surface nine 
inches, would be six months running off at 
the falls. 

Prof. George Forbes, the British scientist, 
has figured that there is being developed at 
the falls four ana one-half millions horse- 
power—the equivalent of all the steam-power 
used in the world. And if it takes on an aver- 
age four pounds of coal to generate one 
horse-power for an hour, this water power 
is the equivalent of 15,000,000 tons of coal per 
annum. 

To develop this powerthe Cataract Con- 
struction Co. was formed in England about 
five years since. In 1890 they appointed a 
commission of leading scientific men in 
Europe and America, presided over by the 
great Lord Kelvin, to consider schemes 
best calculated to reach the end sought. The 
project embraced two great power enter- 
prises, one on each side of the river, and the 
American side of the problem was first at- 
tacked. 

The company first obtained a perpetual 
rightto aboutfive miles of river frontage, 
starting from a little above the falls and run- 
ningup the river; then starting ata point 
one and one-half miles abowe the American 
fail, it has cut a canal 500 feet wide by 12 feet 
deep and 1,500 feet long. Along the edge of 
this canal wheel- pits have been 
sunk, 160 feet deep, at the 
bottom of which the turbines 
will be placed. These pits drain into a tun- 
nel which forms the tail race, This tunnel is 
6,700 feet long and discharges its waters into 
the riveragain below the falls and near the 
Suspension Bridge. The grade of this tunnel 
is 7-10 foot per 1,000 feet, and Prof. Forbes 
gives the velocity as 25 feet per second—an 
unprecedented speed, as, ordinarily, about 8 
feet per second is about the extreme limit 
permissible in brick-lined sewers. 

The tunnel is horse-shoe shaped, 21 feet 
high by 19 feet wide inside the brick work. 
The tunnel will convey not to exceed 10,000 
cubic feet per second, and it is estimated

THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY REGATTA WILL BE 
HELD IN sT. LOUIS—AQUATIC NOTES, 

It is almost certain that the regatta of the 
Mississippi Valley Rowing Association will 
be held at st. Louis. The annual 
meeting of the Executive Committee of 


the association was held in Chicago 
during the past week. Those present were 


President Catlin, Secretary D. R. Martin and 
Charles McQueean, Grand Kapids, Mich.; 
Alec Melcoin aud J. J. Staab, St. Louls; H. 
C. Avery, George S. Dixon, C. IT. Essig and 
Wm. Weinand of Chicago. 

Proposals for the regatta were received 
from St. Paul and st. Louis, but the matter 
was not definitely decided upon, but referred 
to a sub-committee, who will meet to decide 
the matter finally in April. This 
seems to be only a matter of 
form as the representatives expressed them- 
selves as opposed to Lake Minnetonka, pre- 
ferring that the meeting be held in the cen 
tral part of the valley. 

The strength of this sentimentis voiced in 
the following letter froma gentleman who 
has done more than any one, perhaps, to 
keep alive rowing inthe West. He says: 

‘*When the Mississippi Valley Rowing As 
sociation first started and for some years 
afterward, it was a great success, and row- 
ing clubs sprang up everywhere in the val.- 
ley. Assoonas they commenced allowing 
outside clubs to join the association a de- 
cline followed. Allthose magnificent clubs 
Burlington, Keokuk, Moline, Peoria and 
Dixon, ave been lost through 
this policy. I opposed this plan 
at the time, and still believe that the policy 
of the association should be to hold the re- 
gatta within the limit of the association ter- 
ritory, so that it will be within reach ot 
all the oarsmen. Each association should 
keep within its bounds and if they wish to 
compete with each other they can dosoat 
the National. This would not only encour- 
age rowing In @li the associations, but would 
collect the best men from all sections of the 
country at the National.’’ 


OXFORD WILL NOT COME. 
A great deal of interest was taken this year 
in the Oxford-Cambridge boat race from the 
fact that it was known that an effort would 


be made to induce the victorious crew, if not 
both, to cometo this country and compete 
against Yale and Harvard at the Chicago 
Navy's World's Fair regatta next August.

New YorK, March 25.—The alleged rebel- 
lion ofthe Atlantic Association against the 
authority of the American Athletic Union as 
reported in yesterday’s Sun is the exclusive 


The members of 
the Central Board seen yesterday agree 
that the time is now ripe for he- 
role measures, and that Howard Perry 
has no alternative but to submit the issue at 
once to a mail vote, The President is, how 
ever, caught between the horns of an awk- 
ward dilemma, If he advocates the suspen- 
sion of the Atlantic Association, as suggested

The New York members ofthe A. A. U. ex- 
ecutive recognize the delicacy of President 
Perry’s sition, but insist that no other 
course is left open in the face of the latest 
ultimatum received from Secretary Root of 
the Atlantic Association, to Secretary J. E. 
Sullivan, which reads as follows: 

Ata meeting of the Board of Managers of the At- 
lantic Association of A. A. U., held at Philadelphia, 
March 15, your communication with reference to 
the decision of the A. A. U. in the cases of J. B. 
McKennar and E. N. Paul was considered and the 
followiug resolution adopted:

cause of violation of art. 9, sec. 2 of the by- 
laws ofthe A. A. U., no argument was heard either 
by the board or ite committee upon the matter in- 
volved and no notice given of any hearing. 

Again, the motion recommending the reinstate- 
ment did not have the mecessary majority. We 
positively refuse to recognize the illegal recom- 
mendation of the A. A. U. reinstating the athiétes 
named. 

President J. W. Kelly, Jr., of the Atlantic 
Association, who is accused of inspiring the 
alleged insubordination of his board, in jus- 
tifying his attitude says: 

All talk of the expulsion of the Atlantic 
Association is simply ridiculous. The A. A. 
U. cannot expel the association for refusing 
toaccepta decision arrived at unlawfully. 
Neither can they expel it for any other 
reason. 

W. B. Curtis summarized the situation as 
follows: 

**The existing rebellion by a certain por- 
tion of the officers and members of the At- 
lantic Association is not founded on its pre- 
tended reason. There were open and per- 
sistent rebellion long before these Allegheny 
athletes were reinstated. The officers of the 
association for months refused to obey the 
explicit instructions of the central board 
and atthe last meeting it was proposed to 
suspend the Atlantic branch. More pacific 
counsel prevailed and it was determined to 
give them a little more time. 

**Asa specimen of how this clemency was 
received, I will quote one instance. The A. 
A. U. was recently obliged to request Secre- 
tary Root to furnish a transcript of the 
minutes of a meeting held at Baltimore, 
Dec. 12. The secretary replied yester 
day, stating that no meeting of the 
Atlantic Association was held since Septem- 
ber. A paltry quibble, showing both ignor- 
ance of the rules and studied insubordina- 
tion. The present rule demands the filing of 
minutes of such board meetings as that held 
at Baltimore in addition to the proceedings 
of general meetings of the association. 

**When the case comes up, if there is no re- 
traction, I shall certainly vote for suspen- 
sion. It is to be hoped that President Kelly 
and his faction may have discretion enough 
to withdraw with colors flying, without walt 
ing to be kicked out. There would then be 
clubs enough left to maintain the Atlantic 
Association as a member of the union.’’ 

Secretary Sullivan assumes an air of diplo- 
matic reserve when the subject is broached 
since he swapped confidences with the officia 
handicapper of the Atlantic Association a 
few days ago, and afterward found a garbled 
version of the interview in a Philadelphia 
pa per.

GOOD BOWLING. 


Development ofa Game That Used to Be 
Played on Bowling Green. 


Special Corréspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH, 
New YORK, March 23.—As might have been 
expected, a great improvement has been 
made in bowling since that anclent and hon- 
ora dle game used to be played on Bowling 
Green by the ancestors of some of us. At that 
time it was the fashion for the denize of 
the lower partofthe isiand to gathe u 
moonlit nights aud enjoy the game on the 
green, while the breezes from the bay fanned 
their perspiring brows—for bowling, either 
out or in doors, is essentially 
a perspiring pastime, The outdoor

Dowling game, which has given a name to so 
many stretches of green in England, is still 
played in the old country and in one place in 
this country, but it is not nearly so interest- 
ing nor exciting as its offshoot, the game 
which is played by the aid of alleys, gaslight 
and beer—in fact, the two games are 80 
widely differentthat there does not seem to 
be any connection between them. The 
Dutch claim to have invented both forms, in 
spite of the fact that Shakspeare had made a 
reference to the sport as having been in 
vogue during the reignof Richard II., some 
time before the period named by the Dutch. 
In Richard II.’’ the following dialogue 
takes place: 


Bowling— Fifteenth Century. 

Queen: What sport shall we devise here 
in this garden to drive away the heavy 
thought cf care?“ 

Ladyy: Madam, we'll play at bowls.’’ 

From this it is fair to assume that the game 
was not only a well-known one at that time, 
but that it was also played by women. 
Still, it is not always best to 
place great reliance in Shakspeare’s 
statements, inspired though he 
may have been, for Shakspeare, it will be 
remembered, represented Cleopatra as play- 
ing Dilliards. Some apviogists have ex- 
plained away this apparent anachronism on 
the ground that the word Dilliards during 
Cleopatra’s reign signified an outdoor game, 
played with a club something like our shin- 
ney, though this interpretation places Cle- 
opatra in a rather undignified light.

Ever since the time that bowling was first 
played under shelter a rapid advance has 
been made both in skill and method. The 
youth of New York became absorbed in the 
pastime. So great was the general abandon- 
ment of the publicto the delights of rolling 
a ball at a lot of upright pins that a law was 
enacted prohibiting ‘‘all persons playing at 
the game of nine pins.’’ 

This law was very cleverly evaded, how- 
ever, by the addition of another pin, the 
people arguing very convincingly that noth- 
ing had been said aboutten pins. It was not 
the first time inthe history of the English- 
speaking people that legal measures had 
been taken to prohibit a harmless pastime. 
There was once an epidemic of the game of 
golf in Scotland, which King James tried to 
put a stop to by issuingan edict demanding 
that the people desist from the sport. But 
the King was himself seized with the fever 
and was observed a few days later with a 
golf stick in his hand dilligently pounding 
away at a little ball.

diagonal course. This twist is more ef- 
fective, as the spinning dall has a 
tendency to work around among the 
pins and do more service than either 
a ball sent down straight, or one roiled 
trom the corner. Indeed, there have been 
many instances when a diagonally rolied 
ball has slapped squarely up against the first 
quarter and rebounded off the alley, leaving 
half of the pins standing, and they, too,ina 
bad position. 

The first method may be made more effec- 
tive by using a large ball and plenty of 
speed. If you are ligut of weight it is advis- 
able towork upto a heavy ball gradually. 
Several young men of meager proportions 
have been known to bowl themselves up into 
thealrintheir efforts to hurl a large size 
ball with great force. 

To the ordinary observer the motion ofa 
bowler rolling a straight ball correctly is 
quite a graceful one. He steps backa tow 
paces, measures his distance carefully, hold- 
ing the ball up at his side in both hands. 
Then he starts forward, at the same time al- 
lowing his bowling arm to fall back, straight 
out, pendulum fashion. At the instant the arm 
begins to come forward the bowler slows up, 
and a ball, passing along so that it Darely 
escapes the foot, leaves the hand a few 
inches above the alley. It should not be al- 
lowed to drop witha bang, forthat is detri- 
mentalto the alley, and arouses the anti- 
mosity of those who do not like sudden loud 
noises. A person who hasthis method down 
to a fine point will send the ball forward so 
that it can scarcely be heard when it meets 
the alley. 

In instantaneous photographs of a person 
roliiag a straignt ball there is not so much 
grace apparent. The reason for this is that 
in actual observation we are able to compre- 
hend the motion as a whole—a composite 
of an indefinite number of succeeding 
attitudes. The snap camera, on 
the other hand, selects one of 
the infinite number, and preserves 
it, unembelished by any that have gone de- 
fore or are to come after. Instantaneous

photographs, therefore, cannot be of any 
service in instructing persons to bowl prop- 
erly. They simply show us sitions which 
we unconsciously assume. he best way to 
learn is to have a fair amount of intelligence, 
andtocarefully exercise it in watching an 
expert. 

The straight method of rolling the cross 
ball requires the same motions of the body as 
the former, the difference being that the ball 
is started from thecorner instead of from the 
center. The twist cross ball should only be 
used after you have become skilled in the 
other methods, andthen not unless you are 
thoroughly familiar with the alley. The 
reason for this is that some alleys are 
rougher or dirtier than others, anc a 
small difference in the amount of fric- 
tion will have a great influence on the 
direction of the ball when it has a twist on. 
The twist is imparted entirely with the wrist, 
and persons with weak wrists should not at- 
tempt to use large balls. In fact, one of the 
most important points to learn about bowl- 
ing is to curb your natural ambition to roll a 
bigger ball than the man on the next alley. 

A small ball, swiftly rolled, will do far 
more service than one of the largest size sent 
along at alumbering gait. 7

THE CHURCH'S NISTORY. 

The Second Church was organized Oct. 
7858, by sixty members of the First 
Presbyterian Church and two from 
other churches. temporary place of wor- 
ship was obtained at Fifth and Pine Streets, 
ut a permunent site was purchased at the 
northwest cornerof Fiithand Walnut Streets, 
and the building erected there was dedl- 
cated Oct 11. 1840, The erection of the present 
church at seventeenth streetand Lucas place 
was begun in 1857 and the corner-stone was 
Inid March 23, 1889. The first pastor 
of Second Presbyterian Church was 
Rev. A. T. Norton, who was succeeded in 1839 
by Rev. Dr. William S. lotts. He died on 
March 28, 1852, and Rev. Kobert P. Farris 
supplied the vacant pulpit for a year. In 
1863 Rey. Dr. Nathan L. Rice of Cincinnati 
was called to the pastorate and resigned in 
September, 1857. Kev. Dr. James II. Brookes 
had charge of Second Church until July, 1864, 
when he became pastor of a colony which 
branched out from the main body and organ. 
ised tbe Walnut Street Church, now 
the Washington Compton avenues 
Church, of which Dr. Brookes stil 
as charge. Rev. Dr. Niccolls came from 
Pennsyivania in October, 1864, in response to 
acallextended to him by second Presby- 
Terlan Church.

PEAGHMENT FOR HIS OFFENSES, 


Shameful Manner in Which He Has 
Pavorea the Dives and Wild Cat 
Salooms—Honest Citizens Given No 
Show Against Liquor Influences—Con- 
demned by the OCounoil—The Record 
Which Voters Are Called on to Indorse. 


Collector Ziegenhein has the strength of 
his convictions. He has said publicly that 
the citizens of North and South st. Louis 
were fools and many of those living inthe 
West End were hypocrites. His candidacy 
for re-election shows that he believed what 
he said. 

When the Collector was asked during the 
Council investigation of his methods of ad- 
ministering his office, whether he exacted 
renewal petitions from saloonkeepers, as the 
law requires him to do, he said: Not South 
of Market street; the Germans there don’t 
know what itis toobject to a saloon. And 
up north where my friend Bensiek lives 
(North st. Louis) the people wouldn't know 
a remonstrance from the man in the moon. 

Is this not equivalent to saying that the 
Germans of South St. Louis and the resi- 
dents of North St. Louis are stupid fools. 

Again, when Mr. Ziegenhein was remon- 
strated with for the shameful manner in 
which he was allowing West End neighbor- 
hoods to be depreciated by permitting, in 
violation of law, the establishment of grog- 
shops in them, notwithstanding the earnest 
protest of the owners of pretty homes, he 
gaid: It is my opinion that every man who 
objects to a saloon being opened in his neigh- 
borhood is a hypocrite.’’ 

Will the people of South St. Louis and 
North st. Louis vote to re-elect the man who 
called them fools? 

Will the people of the West End who were 
opposed to saloons being opened in their 
midst vote to re-elect the man who called 
them hypocrites? 

If they do, they will justify the Czar’s 
opinion of them. 

Eighteen months ago, Collector Ziegenhein 
was not a candidate for anyoffice. Com- 
plaint was general that be was grossly vio- 
lating the laws for the government of his 
office, and was allowing the political ward 
workers he employed to turn it into a politi- 
cal machine for the benefit of them- 
selves and their friends. It 
appeared, by subsequent developments, 
that the machine was being built to work 
for the Collector also, but this was not clear 
at that time, as he persistently claimed that 
he intended to retire from office at the end of 
histerm. The office then was charged by 
Comptroller John D, Stevenson with loose 
collections, so slow and irregular that the 
financial plans of the city were seriously in- 
terfered with. Many classes of tax-payers, 
notably the real estate men, ssserted that he 


ed the license laws to favor his friends and

punish his enemies; dramshop keepers of 
responsibility charged him with encourag- 
ing irresponsible competition, and property 
owners complained bitterly that he was in- 
juring their property by licensing of saloons 
to go into business illegally in places where 
the majority of the tax-payers did not want 
them.

Post - DISPATCH investigated these 
The time was opportune. There 
were no political hindrances. It waseasy to 
getatthe truthof the complaints. Repub- 
licans testified about their grievances as 
freely as Democrats. It was shown in a 
series of articies printed inthis paper during 
tue first six months of last year that the city 
was losing half a million dollars of revenue a 
year by the Collector's methods. 
A LOSS OF HALF A MILLION. 

Not only was he paying no attention to the 
classes of licensed occupations engaged in 
generally by uninfiuential men, which 
under aclose collector would have turned 
into the city something like $10,000 or $20,000 
a year, but he was especially lax in collect- 
ing taxes from the influential classes, such as 
the merchants and manufacturers and the 
dramshop-keepers. 


Condemned by the Council 


The Post-DIsPATCH represented to the 
Council that the city needed money 
too badly to pay $500,000 a year 
to the friends of Collector Ziegenhein, 
and suggested that an investigation into the 
affairs of the office would produce good re- 
sults. 

In January of last year Councilman Wm. 
T. Anderson introduced a resolution into the 
Councilinguiring of the Collector why his 
collections trom the dramshops did not equal 
those of the Collector of Internal Revenue, 
ana asking him to explain Why 
saloons were allowed to keep open without a 
city license, The resolution was adopted. 

A few days afterwards Councilman Ander- 
son left the city. While he was gone Col- 
lector Ziegenbein sent to the Council a state- 
ment, saying that the Government’s receipts 

larger than his because it could

PRESIDENT WALBRIDGE DEFENDS. 

President Walbridge took the floor and 
moved to accept the Collector's re- 
Rect as complete and satisfactory.“ The 

cil passed the motion. Councilman 
Anderson was indignant when he got back, 
and demanded a reconsideration of the in- 
dorsement of the collector whose superficial 
explanation was not complete and satisfac- 
tory to him. The Council reconsidered and 
then Mr. Anderson demanded a committee 
to investigate the office. The Council agreed 
and the committee was appointed. 

Before it got to work, Councilman Ander- 
son secured a canvass of thecity by the police 
and discovered that of the 1,840 saloons in the 
city, 697 were running without a license. 

Collector Ziegenhein was alarmed by the 
investigation and before he appeared before 
the committee sent his deputies scurrying 
around town, coliecting from delinquent sa- 
loon-keepers and prosecuting quite a num- 
ber, who would not have been molested but 
for the investigation. The committee was not 
duped by this spasmodic activity. Its 
investigation resulted ina report signed by 
the three members, Councilmen Anderson, 
Arnstein an‘ Bens! „ censuring..the Col- 
lector.

Ziegenhein Escapes Indictment. 


o result of this investigation was a dram- 
hop bill intended to amend the dramshop

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law ofthe city so as to force the Collector to 
collect licenses more carefully and restricting 


his power in issuing licenses against the 
wish of the people the value of whose prop- 
erty the saloon would affect. This bill was 
killed by the Council, President Walbridge 
voting against it. Collector Zlegenhein took 
this as a decided victory for himself against 
the protesting taxpayers and became so 
arbitrary and tyrannical in his attitude 
towards them that the Grand-jury which 
met in March, 1892, undertook to 
examine into his official conduct with a 
view to tndicting him. The Assistant 
Circult Attorney at that time was Wm. Zach- 
ritz, who has since become Circuit Attorney 
by the aid of Collector Ziegenhein. The 
Grand-jury had to get its law from him and 
nad to depend on him to find witnesses. Mr. 
Zachritz advised the Grand-jury that the Col- 
lector could not be indicted, and when the 
members differed from himand insisted upon 
hearing three score tax-payers who wanted to 
testify to various instances of violations of 
the law by the Collector, he brought before 
them less than a dozen whom he had selected 
himself because of their harmlessness. 
SAVED BY MR. ZACHRITZ. 

They were either FProhibitionists or men 
whose complaints against the Collector were 
not strongly grounded. The witnesses in the 
cases of the most flagrant violations of the 
revenue law Mr. Zachritz sent away from the 
Grand-jury room, telling them they were not 
needed. He also introduced to the Grand- 
jury the Collector's chief deputy, an adroit 
and cunning politician named Julius Wurtz- 
berger, who has since been sent to the 
Legislature by the grateful Collector and 
has gone into the wholesale liquor 
business, depending on the saloonmen 
he has favored at the expense of the city for 
his patronage. This clerk misrepresented 
both the law and the facts to the Grand-jury, 
and showed how weak had been the testi 
mony introduced. Mr. Zachritg did not tell 
the Grand-jury that there were witnesses 
with stronger testimony who wantedto be 
heard. Instead of prosecuting, as was 
his duty, he became the active attorney 
for the defense and won his case, there being 
no attorney for the people present. The 
Grand-jury decided that there was no reason 
to indict the Collector. 

AGAIN PROTECTED BY INFLUENCE. 

The next day, when the people, who had 
been confident that the Hrand-qury would 
secure them relief from the imposition of Col- 
lector Ziegenhein asked the jurymen and the 
witnesses why the Collector had not been in- 
dicted, Mr. Zachritz’s little scheme was laid 
bare, but there was nothing to be done. The 
citizens who had looked to the Grand-jury 
got discouraged and Collector Zilegenteia 
triumphantly overrode their rights for three 
months more. Thena Grand-jury met that 
happened to have on it several men 
who knew personally of violations of the law 
by the Collector. They determined to get 
the witnesses who had been before the March 
Grand-jury and to indict the Collector if the 
evidence showed that he deserved it,in spite 
of Mr. Zachritz. Within a few days it de- 
came evident that four of the grand-jurors 
had made up their minds that Ziegenhein 
should not be indicted, and were 
being supported in that position 
by Mr. Zachritz. These four were Foreman 
J. B. C. Lucas, August Heman, Howard 
Blossom and James Scullin. The other eight 
were F. H. Ingalls, E. A. Becker, Max Juda, 
ust appointed as Minister to Vienna; James 

. Gatewood, H. KE. Hayward, John S. Mof- 
fitt, Wm. Baggott and Alex. Forbes. They 
found every effort they made obstructed, 
and finally went before Judge Normile, ask - 
ing dy a petition to be discharged, on the 

round that a minority of the Grand-jury 

ad combined to bar the course of justice. 
No other Grand-jury in St. Louls has ever 
been forced to do such a thing. 


Discredited by the State. 

They were discharged and Collector Ziegen- 
hein was saved again. Then the attempt to 
prosecute the Collector in the local courts 
was abandoned. It was plain that he had 
too much influence for any effort to be suc- 
cessful. When the Legislature met early this 

ear State Senator E. F. Stone introduced a 

ill creating an excise commissioner and 
shearing the Oollector of a good deal of his 
power, but still leaving him in a position to 
use his office to make friends for himself at 
the expense of the city.

By doing so he has violated this 
city law: 

Sec. 1433 of art. 4 (on dram-shops) of 
chapter 87 (on revenue) ofthe Revised City 
Ordinances. 

The Collector shall not grant a license to any per- 
son who bas ever been convicted of a violationof 
any of the provisions of this article. 

HREE CASES OF THIS. 

Proof of this is given by the saloon of Hugh 
McManus, for one. McManus was fined twice 
for running his saloon without a license, but 
he got his license afterwards. 

Other instances of this are the saloons of 
Martin Maloney, at Twelfth and St. Charles 
streets, and of Paul Thuermer,in Central 
Turner Hall. Both menwere convicted of 
violating the dramshop law and got licenses 
afterwards. 

If voters want any information on this 
pointthey may getit from the records of 
— 1 the First or Second District Police 
ourt. 


No Defense for This. 

He has defeated the object of the law 
which declares that saloon licenses shall not 
be transferrable by allowing brewerles to 
take out licenses for saloons themselves, the 
saloon having no license. 

The saloon at 624 O’ Fallon street was ope- 
rated under a license heid by Louls Obert of 
the Arsenal Brewery, when last examined 
by the police. In this way the city is de- 
prived of revenue. The brewer holding the 
license, one saloon after another may fail in 
that place, andthe city will get but one l- 
cense fee, while it would get the fee from 
each if the law were observed. 


Contempt for Legal Eafezuards. 


He has utterly ignored that part of the law 
that requires him to take a bond from saloon- 
keepers, thus depriving the city of recourse 
upon responsible persons when a saloon be- 


comes disorderly and a menace to the peace 
of the neighborhood where it is. Eugene 
Harrington whose saloon, at Seventh and 
Pine streets, was closed by the police because 
it was a thieves’ resort, gave the Collector 
no bond because he was never asked for one, 
he said. John McwGillicuddy, whose Sixth 
street dive wasthe terror of decent neigh- 
borsand a constant trouble to the police, 
coula have been driven out of business long 
ago if the Collector had observed the bond 
law. An atrocious murder occurring in the 
piace at last gave the police the right to use 
extreme measures, and they closed the sa- 
loon without asking Collector Ziegenhein 
whether he liked it or not. 

He has made no effort to close up saloons 
violating the law by doing business without 
a license and bas hindered the police when 
they tried to carry out this purt of the law. 

The cases of the Powhattan Cluband the 
Calumet Club are notorious. The places ran 
under illegal club charters, and the 
Collector sustained them and refused 
to back u the police n 
they wanted to close tuem. One ofthe Col - 
lector’s deputies, Gus Davis, a saloon- 
keeper, was proved to have entered into 
negotiations tor the saleofaclub license to 
a saloon-keeper, the sale depriving the 
city of the money for that license. Col- 
lector Ziegenhein kept this man in ser - 
vice after the exposure.

Denies the Right of Petition. 
He has subverted the purpose of the peti- 
ion clause of the dramshop law, ruling that 
the ordinance meant by tax paying citi. 


ens,“ not only bona fide citizens who pay 
taxes, but also persons Who never pay a cent 


of tax and allow their names to be placed on 
the assessor’s books by the dramshop Keep- 
er, withthe understanding that it is to cost 
them nothing. In many cases he has set at 
naught this whole section of the law by issu- 
ing licenses without any petition whatever. 

This charge is proved by the cases of a 
number of saloons which Collector Zlegen 
hein put in places where they were not 
wanted against the remonstrance of the ma- 
jority of the tax-payers.

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AN ELECTION DODGE, 


A Conspiracy Organized Against Candi- 
date Fannerman. 


A rumor, evidently circulated by someone 
inimical to the Bannerman interests, to the 
effect that ata meeting ofthe Trades and 
Labor Union, to be held to-day at Wal- 
halla Hall, Tenthand Franklin avenue, a 
resolution denunciagtory of the Meyer-Ban- 
nerman Saddlery Co, would be 
introduced, and if not adopt- 
ed, the Harnessmakers’ Union would pre- 
cipitate such a row as would terminate in the 
disruption or dismembermentiof the Trades 
and Labor Union, sent a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter on an investigating tour yesterday 
afternoon among some of the officials of the 
body in question. The mere idea of such an 
event transpiring caused Secretary Clarence 
W. Connelly tosmile. ‘‘Nothing of the kind 
could happen, said he. Any body belong- 
ing to the organization can introduce any 
resolution, no matter huw nonsensical, but 
because of such action the Trades aud Labor 
Union is not going todisband. Any union 
delonging to it may at any time withdraw if 
it is not pleased with the united action of the 
Federation, ora new one may become afill- 


ated, but no complication can arise from this 


matter that will disrupt us. 

**Since an effort has been made to give a 
political color tothis matter, let me say that 
the Trades and Labor Union is non-political. 
Mr. Henry Blackmore cannot beinany way 
affected by any action the Harnessmakers’ 
Union may take, as he is presiding officer, 
and, when a constitutional question arises, 
he can merely read the portion of the consti- 
tution applying tothe case and leave a de- 
cision to the vote of the organization. He 
need noteven decide such a point unless he 
choose. The harnessmakers, in their trouble 
with the Meyer-Bannerman Co., acted en- 
tirely on their own responsibility. Had they 
been prudent, they should have had a 
grievance committee appointed, composed of 
people from some of the other organizations, 
and a compromise wouldere this have been 
effected. But it does not seem as if this was 
what nas A wanted. However, I know very 
little of the merits of thecase. The Harness- 
makers have only been members of the 
Trades and Labor Unionashort time. To- 
morrow’s meeting will only be the third since 
they have affiliated with us. 

No, I can not tell you whether they joined 
for purely political purposes. We are not 
supposed to impugn men’s motives when 
they affiliate with us. I heard 
I can’t say how true it 
Mr. Meyer offered to ‘‘unionize’’ his shop to 
suit them, and that he positively did not ask 
them to declare for Bannerman. However, 
When they asked him to sign an agreement 
to employ none but union men in his shop, 
and he expressed a willingness to do so, they 
then tried to induce him to also sign an arti- 
cle that he would oy om | no man obnoxious 
to them, which he had the manhood to de- 
cline to do, as the best union man in his shop 
mightatany time be declared obnoxious to 
them. Mr. Meyer was right in refusing to 
sign this clause, ifit is truethatsuch was 
presented to him.

would curiously pry around Mrs. Vian’s door, 
and that at her bidding a table or chatr or 
bucket of water would chase them away. 
Her furniture moved by command and imma- 
terial things would respond to the bidding of 
her will. 

She had power to heal the sick or to inlet 
injury or death upon anyone whom she 
wished to suffer. tutto hercredit, write it

Dotted about in out-of-the-way places there 
remain some ofthe ancient mansions where 
dwelt the aristocracy of old St. Louis society, 
notably the southern part of the city, where 
the hand of progress moves slowly. Chou- 
teau avenue and its connecting streets con- 
stituted a most exclusive quarter, andthe 
great, broad houses, looking so grimy and 
dusty, placarded in the first floor windows or 
on the sides of the front doors with 
Rooms,“ were once the abode of the elite 
of the fashionable world. Impelled by that 
fate which delights in the abasement of 
high places, the residents reluctantly gave 
up their homes for more tashionable neigh- 
borhoods, leaving the once-beautiful street 
to struggle against destiny. But the creak- 
ing wheels of heavy traffic are heard 
where once constantly passed the proces- 
sion of handsome turnouts and liveried 
coachmen bearing gaily-dressea dames and 
young gentlemen of leisure on pleasure bent. 

Among the pioneer mansions was that of 
Mr. Chas. K. Dickson, which under the name 
of Concordia’ Club-house, serves as a land- 
mark to the old-timers. It was bullt at the 
top of the ascent which began at Seventh 
street, when the broad avenue was then a 
narrow country road, reveling in either mud 
or dust, and many an omnibus load of 
merry young people alighted at the hospita- 
ble gate to enjoy Mrs. Dickson’s charming 
entertainments, In later years it was the 
scene of one of society’s greatest wedaings— 
that of Miss Josie Dickson to Mr. Julius 
Walsh of this city.

It is this 
absence of outside speculation, which practi- 
cally means buying, that continues to be one 
of the most, if not the most depressing 
feature of the market. The increased buying 
that was noted the week before, has about 
ceased, the wheat bought for long account 
has nearly all been sold out and quite a num- 
ber of the outsiders—countrymen, too, toa 
great extent—who were long and carried 
their wheat Gown several cents and then 
Went out of it at a loss, are now actually 
going short at the lowest prices on record. 
How men, who were bulls and 
long wheat at and far above 
70c, Can expect to make back their losses by 
selling around ssc is one of those things no 
fellow can well understand. But it is human 
nature to buy on the bulges and sell onthe 
breaks. So popular has the selling side been 
this past Week thatthe local market is now 
beavily oversold and from the 5,000 bu trader 
to the 1,000,000 bu plunger, nearly every Tom, 
Dick and Harry of speculationis playing for 
60c wheat.

Now that crop prospects are supposed to 
have brightened so wonderfully, speculation 
only regards the enormous supplies in sight 
and the amount yet to be marketed, and 
looks forward tothe dumping upon May con- 
tracts of stocks now held in accumulative 
and also tothe collapse ofthe Chicago May 
deal.

WasnhInGTon, D. C., March 25,--The cen- 
tral fizuros in the novel parade, which 1s to 
take place in New York harbor on tho 26th of 
next month, will be the Columbus caravels, 
Santa Maria, Pinta and Nina. The two last 
named are now at Havana, Cuba, awaiting 
tus arrival of the Santa Maria, which is com- 
ing trom Spain under convoy of a Spanish 
man-of-war. The Pinta and Nina arrived a 
few days ago under convoyof the American 
cruisors, New York and Bennington. After 
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the Santa Maria arrives th ree vessels will 
proceed with the Spanish warship to Hamp- 
ton Roads and the) ce to New York. 

These replicas of the famous fleet of Chris- 
topher Columbus took part in"tife great naval 
demonstration at Palos Aug. 8 of last year in 
the celebration of the 400th anniversary of 
the date in 1492 on which Columbus sailed on 
his voyage of discovery. 

When itwas determined bythe Govern- 

ment of the United States to hold the World's 
Fairor Columbian Exposition at the city of 
Chicago in 18083 a very natural thought was 
that every relic Columbus that could be 
secured would n interesting exhibit. In 
April, 1890, while the Special Committee on 
the Fair had under consideration the original 
Din tor the Exposition, Wm. E. Curtis, Sec- 
retary of the Bureau of American Republics, 
made a recommendation to that committee 
that the ships comprising the squadron of 
Columbus be reproduced. Mr. Candler 
caused this plan to be submitted to Secretary 
Blaine, who warmly approved it officially in 
* a communication to the committee. 
Mr. Curtis suggested that the three cara- 
vels be accurately reconstructed and sent 
Over the course that Columbus sailed and 
that, after visiting the islands where Colum- 
bus touched, the vessels be taken to Chicago 
for exhibition. 

These recommendations were adopted by 
the National Commission, and when the Ex- 
position authorities gave Mr. Ourtis charge 
of the historical collection for the Fair he 
proceeded to carry out the plan. 

It was evident that no satisfactory replicas 
ofthe caravels could be bullt without long 
research and study in Spain. Even there the 
authorities were limited in number, deficient 
in precision and often not in accord with 
To secure the co-operation of 


the Spanish Government a special diplo- 
matic agent was needed and it was decided 
to appoint a naval attache to the American 
legation at Madrid. 

Mr. Curtis asked for the detall of Lieut. 
Wm. McCarty Little, United States Navy, for 
duty at our legation in Madrid, and the Navy 
Department complied with his request. 

By the exercise of infinite tactand by un- 
wavering, zealous effort, Lieut. Little induced 
the Spanish Minister ofthe Navy to appoint 
@ commission of naval officers and arch#ol- 
Ogists toinvestigate the questions involved

There, too, are the oid arabesques, halberds, 
laconets und mortars which nautical history 
declares appeared in the make-up of Colum- 
bus’ fagship. Inside the plan of construc- 
tion is carried out even to scattering old 
fifteenth century maps, compasses, nautical 
instruments and the like about the sides, 
table and deck. The royai standards of Cas- 
tile and Leon, in precise imaitation of the ban- 
ners which the discoverer stuck in the mud 
when he Jumped ashore here, float from the 
mastheads. . 

The replicas of the Nina and Pinta are as near 
historically correct as it was possible to 
make them, The Newark and Bennington 
left Spain on Saturaay, Feb. 19, and arrived 
at Havana on Monday last. 

They had a rough voyage, but reached port 
without accident totheir precious tows. It 
is certain that the Santa Maria, the Pinta and 
the Nina will occupy a conspicuous place in 
the naval parade, and that our big Philadel- 
phia, Miantonomah and Charleston, grand 
and terrible as they are, will, tor that day, 
take a back seat.

Immig: ation—Will Bonds Be Issued to 
Cover the Deficit? 


NEW YorRK, March 25.—The reactionary 
sentiment which followed the recent de- 
pression still prevails. For morethana 
week the feeling in the financial community 
has been distinctly better and values of 
securities have been advancing. The ad- 
vance has been slowand the security markets 
have been dull up to yesterday afternoon, 
when the continued rise seemed to dove 
Stirred the bears into activity. The shorts 
are at present supplying the motive power. 
The short interest created in February and 
the early part of this month was undoubted- 
ly verylarge anda cessationof the activity 
unfavorable developments was bound to 
create uneasiness among the bears. This 
uneasiness is always cumulative and during 
the past fewdays the bears bave been 
bidding the market away from each 
other. There is no evidence that 
the majority of the shorts have covered. 
Hence, inthe absence of any activity un- 
favorable developments the short interest 
may be relied upon to support prices, while 
should any favorable development start a 
desire to buy, the plightof the bears would 
not be favorable. Ihelr position is now 
very different from what it was a few months 
ago. Then many securities were selling on an 
absurdly inflated basis. The stock market 
was full of bubbles, whilethe monetary sit- 
uation was full of unfavorable symptoms and 
uncertainty. Now the bubbles have been 
pricked and the conditions of the monetary 
situation have to some extent righted them- 
Selves. At least the mystery about them has 
been dispelled, and that robs them of their 
greatest power for evil. 

The bears are now relying on a few broad, 
fixed principles. They expect further 
troubles in the money market and they ex- 
pect large exports of gold. Moreover, they 
kKnowthat silver has been selling this week 
atthe lowest price ever recorded, which 
means that our currency difficulties are more 
aggravated than ever before. They know, 


| also, that there is little chance that our law 


makers will give us a sound currency system 
for two years at least. If they give us any- 
thing it will be some feeble sop which will do 
us more harm than good. The money market 
is, on the surface, at least, in better condt. 
tion than it has been; that is. shipments to 
the West have practically ceased, owing to 
the recent advance in rates and 
to the exchange of gold for 
small notes by the Western banks. 
Rates for call loans are low atthe present 
time, although higher ones are expected 
next week when the many millions of dol- 
dars of dividends, and the money which the 
banks amd trust companies are now loaning 
out on calls, shall be called in. But bankers 
assert that this ease of call money is nota 
favorable indication, but rather the reverse. 
in other words, the banks are loaning money 
on call because they are unwilling to loan ſt 
ontime. The banks try to keep a certain 
ratio between their time loans, their call 
loans, their deposits and their cash. The 
very severe contraction of the deposits has 
com pelted a contraction of loans and partic- 
ularly of time loans. 


The banks are now averse to loaning, ex- 


cept to their own customers, and are buying 
little or nocommercial paper. Bankers say 
that even if there are no further withdrawals 
of deposits it will take some time to adjust 
the ratios. No gold has been exported this 
week, with the exception of the $500,000 which 
went on Tuesday. Nevertheless sterling ex- 
change rates have been rising steadily, and 
further exports next week are looked for. 
Atthe same time it is to be noted that the 
European demand for gold seems to have 
subsided, at least for the moment. 
Consequently sterlin exchange rates 
here can rise to higher figures than 
has been the case heretofore before gold ex- 
ports will be profitable. The principal rea- 
son for expecting large exports is the heavy 
trade balance against us. It would seem 
thatin the absence of European purchases 
of our securities or other counteracting 
cause the exports of gold in the spring and 
summer must be heavy. But there are two 
possible counteracting causes, and it is 
worth while to consider them. Opinions 
vary regarding the number of foreigners 
who will come to this country this summer to 
see the Chicago Fair, but everyone who 
does come will bring with him some foreign 
money, ora letter of credit, and every cent 
which he spends in this country will de- 
crease by so much the adverse trade balance. 
Besides, a certain proportion of our citizens 
who goto Europe every summer and spend 
their money there will stay at home and 
keep the money in the country. 

The extent of these factors is a matter for 
individual opinion and for time and the 
cholera to determine. The other possible 
counteructing cause is this. Mr. J. Plerpont 
Morgan satled for Europe on Wednesday. A 
few days before he sailed he had a long talk 
with the President. Thereis very good rea- 


son for believing that the topic of their con-

but, on the other hand, it is more than prob- 
able that the President asked that he, as the 
leading financier of the country, would talk 
with the great bankers abroad and obtain 
their views on the subject. The terms of the 
issue, should there be one, would have to be 
settled with the foreign bankers; but judging 
from things generally, it seems probable 
that the bonds would yield about 3 per cent. 
As for the amount, those best informed be- 
lieve that it would be very small and would 
in any event be strictly limited tothe actual 
needs of the Government, It is also belle ved 
that such an.issue would net be handled vy 
any one house, but by a syndicate composed of 
the leading bankers of this country and of 
Europe. 

But there is a very strong probability that 
the country can worry along without the is- 
sue of bonds, in which case it does not seem 
likely that such an issue will be made. Cer- 
tainly no one beileves that it will be made in 
order to protect our $100,000,000 reserve. Our 
currency is beyond any aid which can come 
from issues of bonds, even if, as has been 
suggested, one of the terms of the issue 
should be that the bonds be held in Europe 
fora period of months.

A giance at to-day's stock list will show the 
curious and significant distribution of trans- 
actions. 80 muchof the week’scourse of 
prices has depended onthe money market’s 
condition that the statement of the bank av- 
erages to-day was again a matter of great 
interest. It has already been said that the 
statement was extraordinarily favorable. 
Ihe gold shipment of Tuesday accounts for 
the decrease in specie holdings, but the gain 
in legal tenders was much larger than any- 
body had anticipated. The $3,000,000 net ro- 
ported on the account did not come from Chi 
cago, and the increase was in spite of over 
$1,000,000 dividend money sent to neigh- 
boring cities. The greater readiness 
of out of town banks to discount merchants’ 
popes has been noticed all the week and bas 

oubtless served to send money in this direc- 
tion. Thus, naturally enough, it appears 
from the individual bank statements, pub- 
lished on another page, thatthe large down 
town banks very generally lost legal tenders, 
while the gains were scattered through a 
number of smaller banks, only one showing 
large increase. Yet, curiously enough, de- 
posits show a heavy decrease and ciearing- 
house bank loans and discounts have once 
more been contracted, only a little less 
rapidly than in the week preceding. 

The banks which usually control the cur- 
rency Movement, wereas much puzzled by 
to-day’s statement as were outside obser- 
vers. Even the notorious defects of the 
average system could hardly account for 
these discrepancies. 


Active Petroleum Market. 


PITTsBuRG, March 25.—There is renewal of 
activity in the petroleum market both in re- 
fined oll for export and the crude certificates. 
The strength of the market is explained by 
the announcement that the Rothschilds have 


succeeded in consolidating the Rsusian com- 
panies and interesting them in the Standard’s 
scheme for the consolidation of the refined 
market of the world. Daniel O’Day went to 
Europe for that purpose and things were 
finished on Monday, March 13. The Russians 
will witndraw from Germany and England 
and the Standard from Asia. 

Brokers here are generally interested ina 
telegram from New York which said that 
speculators and brokers there arein trouble 
because the Standard Oll Co. refuse to sell 
them oll or to quote prices tothem. The 
brokers have orders from abroad, but can- 
not fillthem. The dispatch added that the 
Standard ol Co. is fast acquiringa fleet of 
steamers with a view of monopolizing the 
oll traue.

The moon’s shadow on the earth is a nar- 
row band, extending several thousand miles 
in length. On April 16, this band will reach 
from a point in the Southern Pacific Ocean to 
another point in the Desert of Sahara, Africa. 
Of course, itseems a wonderful thing that 
astronomers should be able to foretell this so 
precisely, but you may depend uponit that 
if the shadow did not fall where the astron- 
omers expect it to they would be a great deal 
more surprised than the ordinary mortal is 
when he hears of the wonderful feat of 
prophecy.

Three spectroscopes are to be used. One 
ofthese is ot the form known as the pris- 
matic camera, in which two prisms will be 
placed in front ofthe lens of a camera and 
the corona photographed as a series of rings, 
each ring corresponding to the light of a par- 
ticular color. The otherspectroscopes are of 
the usual form, and are to be arranged so 
that the slit ot one isa tangent to the sun’s 
edge, and the other a radius of the sun. 
These instruments will be mounted on a 
table in a hut, and the light from the corona 
will be thrown into them by two heliostats. 
In these latter instruments a plain mirror is 
so mounted that it can be rotated at sucha 
rate and in such direction as to make the sun 
appear to stand still, and when set to follow 
the sun a beam of sunlight is thrown con- 
Stantlyinone direction in spite of the ap- 
parent movement of the sun in the heavens. 

The expedition to Africa will have a some- 
what similar equipment of tastruments, the 


only difference being that their spectrossopes 
will be mounted on telescops stands instead 
of horizontally and that an additional instru- 
ment for visually measuring the brightness 
ofthe corona will be provided and used. 

Such elaborate preparations ter viewing 
and obtaining facts abouta solar eclipse 
have never been made before, and provided 
one circumstance is favorable, the results are 
apt to be extremely interesting and valuable. 
This one circumstance is the weather. The 
appearance of an insignificant little cloud at 
an inopportune moment would make all 
these careful and expensive arrangements 
utterly useless. It is in order to obviate as 
far as possible the chance of this catastrophe 
the astronomers have selected different 
stations. In Brazil the chances are largely 
in favor of clear weather, as the eclipse oc- 
curs in the dry season. 

These astronomers will see ‘a noble sight if 
unfriendly clouds do not cut off their view. 
When the moon has completely covered the 
bright disc of the sun the spectacle is one of 
the most impressiva of natural phenome na. 
The light goes out suddenly and the moon 
appears as an absolutely black pat ch ou the 
sky. Around this patcha brilliant fringe of 
silvery light appears, extending about a

Wiggled a Fin and Lived. 


At the water-works pump-house in Rich- 
mond, Ind., there standsa large fountain, 
with a Dasin which measures about ten feet 
across. Last fall three bass were put inthe 
basin, each weighing one and one-half 


pounds, It was not supposed thatthe water 
would freeze, but one very cold night it did, 
and the three bass were imprisoned beneath 
a thick layer of ice. 

The cold weather kept up and the water 
froze deeper and deeper, until the whole mass 
of water finally became a solid and frigid 
mass, and the fish were inclosed in a trans- 

arenttomb. The flowing water from the 

ountain kept freezing untila gigantic pyra- 
mid had been formed twelve feet in height. 
The bass were plainly visible, and the re- 
markable mannerin which they had been 
caught attracted much attention. 

Last week, during the rain, the ice melted 
and thefish, which were encased for over 
three months, were left to drift on the water. 
The engineer was about to throw them 
away for dead, when he noticed that one of 
the fish wiggled a fin, and, to his surprise, 
iound that it was stillalive.

Emergency Cable. 


In the long-distance telephone service 
thirty or forty miles of emergency cable“ 
are always kept on hand for immediate tem- 
porary repairs of any line which may be dis- 


abled by a fire or a storm of unusual violence. 
This cable comprises seven pairs of water- 
proof insulated conductors, laid round a 
core of stranded steel wtres, and covered 
with a protecting jacket of tape 
saturated with preservative compound. It 
is stored on reels holding 1,500 feet each, 
which can be put on a wagon or into the bag 
tage - car of a train almost at a moment’s 
notice. Thecableis very strong, and can be 
stretched over housetops, along the stumps 
of broken poles, or on fences, or even upon 
7 ties of a railway, without sustaining any 
pjury. 


Electricity and Gas. 


Itappears at first sight a singular para- 
dox, but it is nevertheless a well-ascertained 
fact that the cost of producing a given 
amount of light by the combustion of gas in 
the ordinary way is considerably greater 
than the cost of an equal amount of 
light when derived from incandescent 
electric lamps, fed by a dynamo which is 
inturn driven by a gas-engine. This fact 
would seem to indicate thata profitable fleld 
of industry might be developed in the direc- 
tion of supplying small piants for domestic 
lighting, consisting of a combination gas- 
engineandadynamo capable of supplying 
pay from twenty-fiveto fifty lights, more or 
ess. 


Electrical (xh bit at the Fair. 


After the exhibitors of electrical apparatus 
at the World's Fair have completed their 
plans for an exhibit costing some millions of 
dollars, and have done a large amount of 


preliminary work in carrying out their 
plans, the management have issued an 
announcement that the fair is to 
be closed at7 p. m. each day. Itis difficult 
to imagine any adequate reason for sucha 
decision as this, and we hope the electrical 
exhibitors will emphatically protest against 
it, even tothe extent of refusingto exhibit 
if the determination of the managers is in- 
. upon. 


100,000 Candis Power. 

The electric search-light on the summit of 
Mount Washington, N. H., has been com- 
pleted and installed, at a probable cost of 
57. 000. The movement of the light is con- 
trolled from the foot ofthe tower by electric 
motors. A fifteen-horse-power engine fs suf- 
ficient to furnish the wer. Telegraphic 
signals flashed by the light have been readily 
observed and interpreted at Portland, Me.,a 
distance of about eighty-five miles. The in- 
tensity of the light, as concentrated by the 
lenses.is estimated to be about 100,000 candle- 
power. 


Lightning Discharges. 


Observations of lightning made during the 
past summer at the Blue Hill Observatory 
near Quincy, Mass., alded by photographs, 
show conclusively that discharges occur in 


all directions, from cloud to cloud, and from 
cloud to earth and conversely. In the ma- 
— 7 of cases, however, e discharge is 
rom cloud to earth. 


First Ban1i-taw. 

The first band-saw ever invented is said by 
the Engineer (London) to have been patented 
in England in 1808 by Mr. William . Newberry. 
Few would have believed that this invention,

Wo have just begun, on this fleld, but we 
have taken and placed in families 114 home- 
less children (over 2,600 in all, counting the 
work inother States). About 300 homes have 
opened their doors to receive needy little 
ones from our hands. We are careful to place 
sach chſid in a good home, and keep over- 
Sight of the case, even then, till maturity. 
During our first year we raised in this city 
$2,000, and expended for salary of superin- 
tendent, $1,350; financial agent, $590; legal, 
clerical and printing bills were $85. The State 
outside gave $2, 236. 

During 1893 we hope to care for 250 to 300 
walis. Weask St. Louis to give $6,000 for the 
work, and the State $4,000 more. 

it is probable that due investigation 
would show at least 10,000 children in the city 
that should be taken and cared for, that bet- 
ter prospects than vagrancy and crime might 
show upintheir horizon. It costs but a lit- 
tle tosave achild, but whocan say what it 
pays, whohas figures large enough toshow 
the gain in money and morals?’’ 

This formal statement being duly recelved 
Mr. Holcombe father warmed upto his sub- 
ject and, aftera few questions asto incidents 
ofan interesting nature in his work, sald: 

„Only a short time ago a poor woman with 
three children found she was dying and by 
the customary legal process gave us the 
guardianship of her three children on one 
condition only, and that was that they should 
not be separated. There was one little girl 
andtwo boys. Wefound many people who 
would be glad to take one or two of them but 
not three. Finally a minister up in the State 
took all three of them, anda happler family 
you never saw. 

While this conversation was going on a 
well-dressed lady came Into the office to see 
how her application for a child was progress- 
ing. She preferred a girl, but the only avall- 
able waif wasa little boy of about 2 years. 
He was not at the office but could be seen. 
The lady hesitated a while and talked the 
situation over, and finally decided to take 
the boy. 

The demand for children to adopt is far in 
excess of the supply and St Louls has now on 
the list some dozen or more applicants than 
can be provided with what they want. Every 
precaution is taken in the matter of selecting 
families in which the children are placed. 
If it appears that the chi'd will not be taken 
care of properly or will be made to do hard 
menial labor the application is refused. 

Babies can be taken on trial fora specified 
term agreed upon and then ifthe arrange- 
ment is mutually satisfactory the regular 
adoption or indenture papers are made out 
and the personor persons taking it become 
the legal guardians of the child. In every 
case the society tried to secure the legal 
custody of the child before putting itoutina 
private family, thus avoiding annoyance 
from any relatives who might seem inclined 
to trade upon the fact. 

The society here is in the very best of 
hands and is doing splendid work. The 
officers of it are:

The motor car of the Railway Ammonia 
Co. made a trial trip last week along Twenty- 
eighth street from Sixth avenue to Eighth 
avenue, New York. Secretary Henry Gra- 
ham handled the brakes. He started the 
car in the shed tn order to show the newspa- 
per men how it worked. le didn’t twist up 
the brake quick enough and the bumper 
struck the door with a crash which made the 
glass rattle. Everybody laughed and Mr. 
Graham said it wouldn’t happen again. 

It was evident thatthe car was capable of 
a high rate of speed, but it wasn’t run rapidly 
because the street was crowded with cbil- 
dren. The trip was satisfactory. Those who 
witnessed it declared that the motive power 
would take the place of electricity and steam. 
The general opinion is that it will be intro- 
duced on the L' on account of there being 
no steam and cinders. 

The motor car can be run for 7½ cents a 
mile, while it costs from 20 to 23 cents fora 
horse car, and from 19 to 21 cents for an 
electric car. Thecompany is constructing 
an engine which will make twenty-five miles 
an hour. 

The gas from anhydrous ammonia fur- 
nishes the power forthe motor. With this 
system a stationary plant is required to sep- 
arate the ammonia from the aqueous solu- 
tion.

DANGERS OF HYSTERIA. 


Is It Ever the Cause of Supposed Out- 
rages Which Lead to Lynchings? 

A paper of unusual interest which Dr. Lud- 
wig Bremer, the eminent neurologist, pre- 
pared for a medical journal on certain forms 
of hysteria in women, has been issued in 
pamphlet form. It is based on a case which 


recently was heard in court, which Dr. 
Bremer states as follows: 

„A woman, 49 years ot age, married, and 
the mother of a 16-year-old daughter, anda 
son over 21, claimed that she had become 
paralyzed about two years ago by an elevator 
accident in one ofthe large dry goods stores 
ofourcity. She was theonly passenger at 
the time going from the ground to thesecond 
floor. She asserted that by a sudden stop of 
the elevator she had been thrown forward 
from the seat, had landedon her head, and 
that ever since her lower extremities were 
paralyzed, sensation, however, remaining 
normal. She brought suit for 520, 00 damages 
against the firm in whose store the accident 
was claimed to have occurred.“ 

He then gives a resume of the testimony, 
shows that the woman had manifested forms 
of hysteria before, had written anonymous 
letters to people in the neighborhood and 
reasons very closely to the conclusion that 
tothe expert it was a plain case of abasia. 
The jury found for the defendant. Dr. Bremer 
then discusses hysteria inallagesin a most 
interesting manner, assigning it as a cause 
of many wonderful things reported in the 
Middle Ages and many of the reported as- 
saults, attempted robberies and other crimes 
reported by women to-day,and then suggests 
this interesting idea: 

Reading the accounts of mob justice in 
certain parts of our — and weighing 
the facts leading upto it, am fully con- 
vinced that in those regions in which lynen 
justice still holds sway many an innocent 
victim of hysterical allegations has been 
swung from a tree, riddled with dullets, or 
treated to a coat of tar and feathers. I can- 
not help suspecting that the epidemic of 
rapes committed as reported by negroes in 
certain parts ofthe South savors somewhat 
ofepidemical hysteria on the part of the 
victims. 

(In order to prevent any possibility of 
misrepresentation, I desire tostate distinctly 
that the negro, owing to a pecullar sexual 
organization, is more apt to commit sexual 
outrages than the white of the same degree 
of education.) . 

Even in countries where people are un- 
wont to take the law in their oon hands or 
actonthe spur of the moment, where the 
slow and even course of justice is not dis- 
turbed and where the real or suspected 
criminal is accorded all the fairness that law 
and order dictate, iustances of judicial error 
following the accusations of hysterical 
women, were by no means rare.“ 


DISCOVERY OF HOT SPRINGS 


An Interesting Account cf De Soto’s Find 
end the Early Occupation of the Land. 
Mr. H. C. Townsend, General Passenger 

Agent of the Missouri Pacific Railway, has

history of the discovery and early setilement 

of Hot Springs, Ark. . 
Beginning with a Diographical sketch of De 

Soto, the work describes the wanderings of 

De Soto’s band on the same quest which had 

already proved fatal to Ponce de Leon—the 

fabled fountain of youth. The testimony of Mr. 

Frank M. Thompson, General Superintendent 

ofthe Hot Springs reservation, who has 

made a careful researen in all matters per- 
taining to the springs, favors the theory 
that DeSoto discoveredthem. A Portuguese 
writer and several others who have given 
the subject careful study concurin this be- 
lief. With regard to the settlement of the 
place weare told that Manuel Prudhomme 

built a cabin there in 1807. 
The same year John Percival and Isaac 

Cates came there and hunted and trapped. 

Three years later Percival bought out the 

improvements of Prudhomme. Although it 

was 1814 before more than four or five cabins 
were built, yet visitors came there for health 
as early as 1810. In 1820 Joseph Millard bulit 

a double log cabin there for the entertain. 

ment of visitors, but in six or seven years 

abandoned it. 

In 1828 Ludovicus Belding and his family 
settled there, finding the valley entirely un- 
occupied.

Realizing the importance of Poet Meredith’s 
suggestion, inthe year of Our Lord 1889, 
came one W. H. Phillips of Chicago, State of 
lilinols, and organized a college known as 
the Epicurean College of the United States, 
the object of which was to practically ed 
ucate the members ofthe much abused pro- 
fession. Y7vhile the Epicurean College has 
only been in existence something less than 
five years, the benefits that have been derived 
therefrom have not only been satisfactory 
to the chefs and stewards of the metropolitan 
hotels, but to the guests as . 
According to the old adage no one can cook 
like mother, but the chefs of the epicurean 
college have endeavored to demonstrate by 
practical illustrations that that member of 
the household is merely an apprentice in the 
culinary department. For years past the art 
of cooking has been made a study, and 
the scientific arrangement of new 
dishes has deen the height of the 
most ambitious chef’s desire. While it can be 
Said that during the pasttwenty years the 
art of cooking has been considerably im- 
proved, and many new and delightful dishes 
have appeared on the menu cards ot swell 
dinners and banquets, it can not be said that 
the present generation fare as well as did 
our fathers thirty-five or forty years ago. 
Thisisa hard assertion, but it is neverthe- 
less a fact, and, according to the chefs and 
stewards, is attributed tothe heads of fam- 
ilies and hotel proprietors in their desire to 
reduce their table expenses, While hundreds 
of new dishes have been introduced and be- 
come quite popular during the past quarter 
ofacentury, the recipes are only known to 
the chefs and others who have had years of 
experiencein the culinary departments of 
hostelries, the swellest hotels and the most 
humble household. These recipes are valued 
and treasured by those who have found a 
name for some new particular diet to such 
an extent that the publishers of the most 
popular recipe books have been unable to 
even give an outline as to how the particular 
dishes are prepared. Notwithstanding 
the experience and new cookery inventions 
that have come into existence, 
ofto-day cannot preparea more elaborate 
menu than was served thirty years ago. 
While courses in hotels was first practiced 
by the Fremont House of Chica go in 1867, a 
party to a dinner given by Sir Morton Peto 
at Delmonico’s, New York, in October, 1865 
sat down to the following well arranged 
menu, which at that time was not considered 
extraordinary:

The menu as given above, if served to-day 
with any degree of regularity at any Western 
or as far as that is concerned any Eastern 
hotel, it would eventually bankrupt the pro- 
prietors, while twenty or thirty yearsago a 
party of invited friends thought nothing 
of sitting down to just such a 
menu any day of the week.

MRS. BROPHY’S MODEL 


Hess Tried Her Own Case in 
Court a Century Ago. 


Some time during the past year or two, a 
very interesting little sketch, ‘‘Lady Hess,’’ 
written by Mrs. Dan Rice, went the rounds 
of the Eastern newspapers detailing the inci- 
dents ofa law suit of a hundred years ago, 
the first on record in this country in which a 
woman conducted her own case in court. The 
incident related was a suggestion from Mrs. 


Rice thatthe first law college for women 
should be named for this remarkable woman, 
„Lady Hess. 

Mrs. Brophy’s successful defense of her 
own case in the Circuit Court last week 
brought from a grand niece of Lady Hess, 
who is a resident of St. Louis, an interesting 
story of that lady’s novel experience. 

Mrs. Hess, a native of Kentucky, 
was a member of a very dis- 
tinguished family of lawyers, her 
father and brothers filling the most 
honorable positions uponthe bench and at 
the bar. As a child she alWays took the 
keenest interest in the discussions of knotty 
legal problems, often taking part in them 
herself, and from ciose association with her 
brothers in their study and in their practice, 
she became almost as learned in legal lore as 
they. It is related of her that she 
had a habit of chalking down 
upon the door a memorandum of 
any vexed problem, and her views regarding 
it, as the thoughts came to her, so that she 
might be ready forthe discussion when they 
gathered together at night. In the course of 
time she married and moved to Tennessee 
and, after a few years, was left a widow with 
several chlidren and a law suit on hand. 

Andrew Jackson was just then looming into 
prominence asalawyer. So Mrs. Hess lost 
notime in securing his services. When the 
time came for the suit to be tried Mr. Jack- 
son falled to put in his appearance and sent 
in his place a young lawyer whom he recom- 
mended very highly. This was not at all to 
his client’s taste, who regarded him with a 
critical and distrustful eye, and when the 
case was called the young attorney 
had not gone far in his presentation 
of it, before Mrs. Hess sprang to her feet and 
said, Please, your honor, this may be a very 
capable young man.

WHY THEY HAVE REACHED THEIR HIGH- 
EST DEVELOPMENT IN ST. LOUIS.

In very few was of life do the energies of 
women find somuch congenial employment 
as in the kindergartens of the public schools. 
All the womanly qualities and maternal in- 
stincts of the feminine heart are called into 
play at sight of the little children who have 
toddled from their mothers’ apron strings to 
the large play-room called the kindergarten. 

It would be a superfluous suggestion to say 
that St. Louls hasthe largestand the most 
nearly perfect kindergarten system in the 
country. Underthe enthusiastic and prac- 
tical direction ofthe supervisor, Miss Mary 
E. McCulloch, and her assistants, the kin- 
dergartens of this city have attained the 
highest degree of merit and have become the 
training grounds for teachers who afterwards 
carry the theories and practices of Froebel to 
every part of the country. The St. Louis 
kindergartens have recently carried through 
to successa Dante School and in the first 
days of April they will commemorate the 
birthday of Froebel. Only a few days ago 


: 


modesty which so well becorhes unquestioned 
personal merit, Miss McCulloch ascribes the 
rogress of the schools to. the responsive ef- 
orts of her assistants and to the innate ex- 
cellence of Froebel’s system. 

The Froebel Society, organized four years 
ago by Miss McCulloch and the directors of 
the several kindergartens, has done much 
forthe advancement of the schools. The 

id assistants and volunt are now mem- 

rs, and bring the roster Of the society up 
to 200. The aim of the society is to awaken a 
— interest in the kindergartens and to 
ncrease their efficiency by lectures and 
mutual conference, The 
work undertaken by the society was the 
Dante School, from Feb. 18 to 25, in honor of 
the twentieth anniversary of the estabdlish- 
ment ot the local kindergartens. The ses- 
sions were ofa highly intellectual and es- 
thetic character, and were attended by large 
numbers of ladies who attested their devo- 
tion to art and higher literature by a Close 
attention to the distinguished| savants who 
delivered the lectures, Despite the expenses, 
a surplus remains, and will be added to the 
library fund of the Froebeil Soctety. Few per- 
sons are aware that the latter organization 
possess the best Froebel library in the world, 
About five years ago Miss McCulloch and Mrs. 
Clara Beeson Hubbard arranged for a 
Froebel birthday celebration, The ladies as- 
sumed the burden of the expenditures, 
which amounted to $600, but cleared $700, 
with which the library was purchased, The 
collection of Froebel literature and kin 
dergarten works is inthe Art Department of 
the Public Library, and is au important ad- 
junct ofthe st. Louis kindergarten system. 

Miss McCulloch is demure to a fault and 
takes refuge behind the success of her as- 
sistants. uteven Dr. Rice, who criticised 
the St. Louis Public Schools In an article pub-

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Miss McCulloch received from Germany a 
black-bordered letter which brought the 
news of the death of Baroness von Bulow,the 
friend and patroness of Froebel. 

The kindergartens of this city owe their 
life to Miss Susan E. Blow, ex-Supt. Wm. T. 
Harris and Mr. Thos. Richeson, formerly 
President of the School Board. Miss Blow 
became an apostle of Froebelism during a 
stay in Germany, and on herreturn she made 
disciples in the cause of Prof. Harris 
and Mr. Richeson. in 1873 she ventured on 
the treacherous sea of practical experiment 
with a small kindergarten at the Des Peres 
School near the southern city limits. The 
next year three additional kindergartens 
were founded in the heart ot the city and 
the year following seven more were added to 
the list. At present there are eighty-six 
kindergartens connected with the public 
schools, 

Miss McCulloch’s corps of teachers includes 
volunteers, paid assistants and directors. 
At the beginning of this school year seventy 
young ladies offered their services to Miss 
MeCullioch in exchange for the training 
which they would obtain in the arts ot the 
kindergarten. Next year they will become 
paid assistants, and the year follow- 
ing they will be directors, provided 
that in each instance they. pass 
an examination. To the uninitiated the 
kindergarten is a play-house where the 
children have plenty of toys at public ex- 
pense. The kindergarten draws its vitality 
from the deepest and clearest wells of chiid- 
like human nature and is the medium which 
hastens the evolution of the child along cor- 
rect mental and sentimental grounds. The 
kindergarten is composed of integral parts 
and the volunteer teachers, as well as the 
paid assistants, pursue a normal school 
course in the several divisions of the work 
under the direction of Miss McCulloch and 
Miss Mabel A. Wilson, the director of the 
Hamilton Kindergarten. Miss McCulloch 
teaches the volunteers the lessons of Froe- 
del's Mutter und Kase-Lieder,’’ commonly 
known as his motber’s play book, which is 
the basis of the system. 

Mrs. Clara Beeson Hubbard has given to 
Froebel’s work a series of gestures and melo- 
dies which correspond to the ideas which the 
father of kindergartens wished to bring out, 
The theory of the system is that each thought 
has a corresponding gesturo which is the 
childlike form of expression. To discover 
these gestures and to find the Key to the little 
minds which have not learned to unfold 
themselves in perfect vocal expression is the 
object of the kindergartens.In the same man- 
ner the kindergartens assume that thoughts 
may be awakened in the minds of children. by 
an appeal to their feelings, which is made by 
the beautiful melodies piayed on the pianos. 

Miss McCulioch also has charge of the gifts 


class. The alm ofthis department isto in- 
dicate to the young ladies how to develop 


the ideas of form, number, dtrection, weight, ' 


etc., in the minu of the child. The latter is 
given a mass Of raw material of some kind, 
clay for instance, or paper, and is instructed 
how to zlve new forms to the substance. 
These new forms or qualities the chiid ts 
asked to subtract from the material. The 
occupations of kindergarten chiidren are 
manifold, embracing sewing, folding, peas- 


work and modeling. But the teachers must 
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lished in the December Forum, could find no 
fauitinthe kindergarten department, and 
Mr. J. C. McNeill, Assistant Superintendent 
of the Kansas City Public Schools, in a reply 
to Dr. Rice published in the Journal of Educa- 
tion, says of Miss McCulloch’s department: 


The St. Louis rr easily take rank with 
those of any other city I have ever visited, In fact, 
this is the city which may be called the home of 
the kindergarten. The State constitation, defia- 
ing the school age, prevents public schools from ad- 
mitting children under 6 years of age. Hence, the 
children in the kindergartens of St. Louis are over 6 
years old. hese children are entertained; they 
are made happy: they are Instructed, through their 
games, in things artistic and wsthetic. No attempt 
to teach the elementary school branches is made, ex- 
cept in form and number. 

There are, including voluntary assistants, over 200 

ersons engaged in this department of the system. 

ary F. McCulloch, the supervisor of this work, is 
avery bright woman. Modest, unassuming, cheer- 
ful, sympathetic and inspiri:g, she has the hearty 
support and thorough co-operation of all with whom 
she works. By means ofthese kindergartens many 
childrenare led into happier surroundings than 
home and street afford. 

Prof. William M. Bryant will start a psycho- 
logical class this week for the teachers of 
the Kindergartens.

He was summoned, 
Around him he found twenty or more dan- 
seuses ready to faint and clustered about the 
head of the ballet, who lay there gasping in 
her rich penwiper costume. He looked at 
her a moment, asthe physician might have 
done eighty years ago when he told the 
mother it was a girl.

Whatever there 1s in 
the grand canyons tosurpass the other can- 
yons of the Kocky Mountains, whatever there 
isto put the Swiss ‘Via Mala' in the shade, 
is found in the first five miles that lie west of 
Canyon City. Here is where the cliffs 
are vertical and where rays of 
sunlight never enter. This abys- 
mal chasm ranks witn Niagara and the 
Yosemite, among the greatest wonders of 
America. No words can enable the imagina- 
tion torealize the stupendous and gloomy 
grandeur of the scene. It isas ifthe Al- 
mighty in his wrath had riven the mountains 
asunder to make a sepulcher for the sun, and 
the ancient sun, as the centuries roll away 
into the ocean oftime, comes every day a 
little while and shines into the great abyss 
calmly and pensively, like a passing martyr 
smiling into his own grave. 

„The impression which the scene makes 
upon the sense is uncommunicable. The 
abysmal grandeur thrills the soul with a 
subtle and anxious feeling of mysteries un- 
fathomable, oftragedies that have wrung 
the breast of nature. The waters know the 
undiscovered secret of their mother’s woes 
and rush in turbulent anger from the scene. 
Winds are born here which voice in moaning 
undertones through the passages of the 
chasm some old, transmuted grief, too sor- 
rowful to be spoken aloud. This spectacle is 
a majestic lamentation in granite and may 
be seen from one of my carriages, costing on- 
ly $2 per hour, including tood for the team. 

Much may be said of the magnificence and 
awful and impressive grandeur of the Royal 
Gorge, and the wonderful power that could 
not only create but sever these great moun- 
tains as witha mighty sword. Much might 

be written of all the wonders between the 
Mississippi and the Golden Gate, enough to 
convince the most skeptical, doubting soul 
on earth that there was a great and good 
intelligence back of all accidental chem- 
istry, glacier erosion, earthquake action, 
and preadamite changes—a God who cre- 
atedthis mighty museum of never ceasing 
wonders and then left them all open on Sun- 
day sothat the poor and the working men 
might come and see them. 

I still believe that there could have been no 
harm in leaving the Royal Gorge open on 


Sunday.

The going te and coming from*.Europe on 
the great ocean liners provide an endless 
variety of ludicrous incidents; because on 
every steamer passengers to a 
large proportion are new to the pecullar 
and irrevocabie situation; formality can by 
no means be uninterruptedly sustained; indl- 
viduals, character and station are brought 
into close, sharp and most striking contrasts;

Two or three meals at farthest sponge the 
banquet airs from the cabin tables. The 
ship's commander, bland as a bartender in 
port, has hidden himself from View.

The ship’s doctor has retired behin 
the strictest interpretation of hours and 
rules. The chief and assistant stewards, to 
whom your great fee has already gone for a 
choice seat at the table, refuse to recognize 
ou. Your room-steward eyes you with a 
ook of sharp suspicion and close analysis. 
Will you give him much trouble, and will 
you fee generously? comprise his uttermost 
interest. But he will permit no early 
familiarity. The stewardess flaunts her white- 
capped head, plainly saying. There are 
characters h’on this ’ere vessel aside my 
h’own to sustain. sir!’’
